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Belgian Jacky Martens (Hus) became 
the first rider to win the 500cc MX 
World Championship on a four-stroke 
bike since Jeff Smith won the crown 
aboard a BSA in 1965. Martens won the 
title at the Bout du Monde circuit in the 
outskirts of Geneva, Switzerland, in the 
last race of the series, August 29, by fin- 
ishing second in both motos behind 
double winner Jorgen Nilsson (Hon) of 
Sweden. Swede Marcus Hansson (Hon) 
was third in the opening moto and that 
position went to Belgian Johan Boonen 
(Kaw) in the second moto. By shadow- 
ing Nilsson across the line in both races, 
Martens won the title by three points, 
topping Nilsson 504-501 in the final 
point standings. Belgian Joel Smets 
(Hbg) finished third on the year after 
posting a 5-3 moto tally in Switzerland. 


Brit Carl Fogarty (Duc) won the first leg 
of the Japanese round of the World 
Championship Superbike Series at 
Sugo, August 29, but then crashed in 
the second leg while battling with 
Georgian Scott Russell (Kaw) who 
went on to win. Russell finished eighth 
and his Team Muzzy teammate Aaron 
Slight of New Zealand was sixth in the 
opening leg, prompting the team to bor- 
row engines from the Kawasaki Japan 
team for both riders to use in the second 
leg. Slight improved to fourth in race 
two. Keiichi Kitagawa (Kaw) and 
Schoichi Tsukamoto (Kaw) finished 
second and third, respectively, in both 
legs. Russell now leads Fogarty in the 
series point standings, 259.5-246.5, with 
Slight third at 196. 


Fred Andrews (Yam) recorded the 
overall win in the AMA Wiseco/ 
Yamaha/Yokohama National Cross 
Country Series round at Laurelville, 
Ohio, August 29. Scott Summers (Hon), 
the defending series champ, was the 
runner-up, while Jan Hrehor (Yam), 
Tom Norton (Kaw) and Terry 
Cunningham (Kaw) rounded out the 
top five overall. The win was Andrews" 
third of the season, and he maintains 
his series points lead with 122. Hrehor 
is second with 96, Norton is third with 
94, and Summers fourth with 91. 


Team Labelle Racing (Hon) won the 
GTO portion of the AMA/CCS EBC 
Brakes Endurance Challenge round at 
Sears Point International Raceway, 
August 28. Labelle's Dave Sadowski 
teamed with Joe Brett Williams to top

New York Gov. Mario Cuomo has 
vetoed a measure that would have pro- 
vided incentives for new motorcyclists 
in that state to take rider-education 
classes. The bill was designed to pro- 
mote motorcycle safety by simplifying 
licensing procedures for riders who 
pass training courses. In addition, it 
would have created an advisory com- 
mittee to examine methods of develop- 
ing a statewide safety program funded 
entirely by motorcyclists. The plan was 
passed by both houses of the New York 
legislature, but was opposed by Cuomo 
on the basis that it could be implement- 
ed by state transportation officials with- 
out enacting special legislation.

John Kocinski was back at the Czech 
Republic Grand Prix at Brno after miss- 
ing four races, riding a Cagiva in the 
500cc class with the racing number 3, 
reflecting his 1992 championship posi- 





tion, and saying: "I don't know why T 
ever got put down to the 250 class." His 
fee from Cagiva was rumored to be 
$100,000 per race, but there were other 
costs to the existing team: regular rider 
Doug Chandler suffered a loss of face 
when a highly motivated Kocinski was 
faster in practice; while second rider 
Mat Mladin was left with only one 
bike, while Kocinski had two. Kocinski 
threw one of them away in the first 


- untimed practice, highsiding just feet 


ahead of Kevin Schwantz. But he was 
not hurt. The Little Rock, Arkansas 
native was still tight-lipped about his 
future plans. 


Kevin Schwantz was involved in sever- 
al close encounters with Kocinski on the 
track, and after the final practice at Brno 
stopped and argued with him in the pit 
lane after he felt he'd been needlessly 
carved up on the slow-down lap. "I 
don't think he could see me," said 
Schwantz, which some took as a refer- 
ence to the eye muscle problems for 
which Kocinski had minor surgery in 
the late 1980s. Kocinski's reaction to the 
Italian press was succinct. "Don't take 
that too seriously. He's watching the 
championship slip away." 


Strong paddock rumors at the Czech 
GP had Doug Chandler quitting Cagiva 
next season to move back under the 
Kenny Roberts umbrella. The laid-back 
American, who quit the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki team this year for a big-money 
Cagiva offer, is the prime candidate to 
take over Luca Cadalora's slot along- 
side fellow-Californian Wayne Rainey 
in the Marlboro-backed squad. "That's 
what they say, is it?" Chandler said. "I 
signed with Cagiva for two years, and 
that's pretty much sure. Up until this 
deal with Johnny (Kocinski), I was 
happy with the team. I've always 
believed in the motorcycle. But I think 
bringing Kocinski in won't serve any 
purpose in improving the bike. I was 
always against it, and the way they 
went about it really upset me." Still 
recovering from injuries sustained at 
Mugello, he did allow that Kocinski's 
presence might "help me to get back 
into it quicker. He's got a big point to 
prove, and he's prepared to take risks 
that I’m not happy to take. I’m better

physically, but my confidence isn’t all 
there. I feel really hesitant. I just want to 
get comfortable again without doing 
anything stupid.” Chandler first raced 
in a Roberts B-team in 1991, on a pro- 
duction Yamaha without significant 
sponsorship. 


Mat Mladin was even worse affected 
by the unexpected recruitment of 
Kocinski, his status in the team quite 
clear as the American got both his 
bikes, and he was left with just one, as 
ridden to fourth place by Carl Fogarty 
in Britain. Mladin had to an extent lost 
his way, but instead of being able to 
count on the help and support of his 
team he instead found himself pushed 
to one side. The GP newcomer had a 
highside crash on Friday, but comment- 
ed drily afterwards: "I'm getting quite 
good at it now after doing it twice in 
Britain. I didn’t get hurt at all.” 


Freddie Spencer copied Michael 
Doohan’s "alternative" rear brake oper- 
ation after his low-key return at Brno 
found him unable to use the pedal. It 
was the American former World 
Champion’s first outing in almost five 
months, after he injured his right hand 
and right knee in a heavy practice crash 
at Suzuka, and he found himself well 
below form. “The biggest problem is 
lack of movement in my right leg. I 
can't bend it fully, and can't use the rear 
brake at all." His team lowered the right 
footrest by 10mm after the first practice 
session, and a further 10mm that night, 
but Freddie's leg was still too stiff to 
allow him to use the brake pedal. "I 
may try some sort of alternative opera- 
tion," he said. Spencer has always used 
the rear brake heavily as part of his rid- 
ing control technique rather than just to 
slow the bike, and is likely to look to 
Doohan's example of a left-thumb lever. 
Wayne Rainey also tried an alternative 
lever this season, operated by his right 
calf, after he injured his ankle in a test- 
session crash. 





French youngster Jose Kuhn, who had 
been riding Freddie Spencer's factory 
Yamaha during the superstar's pro- 
longed absence, was back on a Roc at 
Brno. But it was a Roc with a difference: 
fitted with Kayaba forks in place of the 
usual Ohlins. It is all part of a proposed 
sales drive to Japan, for the All-Japan 
500cc championship, currently support- 
ed by all the factories, but with a lack of 
privateer bikes restricting entries to lit- 
tle more than 10 per race. Rosset hopes 
to provide would-be Japanese stars 
with machines to bolster the class in the 


same way as has happened at GP level. 


Things were different from the usual 
run of modern GP racing at Brno. There 
were big crowds, low ticket prices, and 
a support German Pro Superbike race 
in between the solo and sidecar race. It 
all showed a number of special 
arrangements to ensure the existence of 
the only Eastern Bloc race of the year. 
Admission prices at the first GP of the 
Czech Republic were way below the 
norm of Ecclestone-inspired modern 
GP racing, with the three main tobacco 
sponsors picking up the tab to make 
sure the only Eastern Bloc race of the 
year would go ahead. Three weeks 
before, Donington Park fans had stayed 
away in droves, mainly because of the 
hefty admission price of $60 or more. It 
was the same story at Hockenheim, 
where empty grandstands were the 
payoff for the price hike. In the Czech 
Republic (Czechoslovakia ceased to 
exist at the beginning of this year) fans 
paid $10 or less to get in - a big attrac- 
tion for fans from nearby Germany and 
Austria, who were expected to make 
up some 60% of the crowd. “The three 
main sponsors - Lucky Strike, Marlboro 
and Rothmans - have made a sizeable 
contribution to make sure this race 
went ahead. It was important for all of 
us with the emerging Eastern European 
markets, and Hungary was another 
candidate for the race," said Bert 
Kremer, Lucky Strike sponsorship 








Ermolenko's World Speedway Champion : 


Ermolenko produced the ultimate reward as 
the 32-year-old Californian won the World 
Individual Speedway Championship in Pocking, 


A long and sometimes painful quest by Sam 


Germany, on Sunday, August 29. 


Ermolenko took a narrow victory over three-time 
World Champion Hans Nielsen of Denmark, who 
finished second. Brit Chris Louis was third. 

An elite field of 16 riders was on hand for the 
event, having advanced from qualifying rounds 
throughout the world. Each rider competed in five 
four-man heat races on the 400-meter dirt oval. It 
was Ermolenko's sixth appearance in the event, with 


his best previous finish a third in 1985. 


As the highest scoring rider in the highly compet- 
itive British Speedway League, Ermolenko was a 








pre-race favorite. And by the time three rounds 
were completed, Ermolenko and Nielsen were the riders to beat, Ermolenko with three 
wins and Nielsen with two wins and a second. 

Their only head-to-head confrontation came in the 15th heat, and Nielsen desperate- 
ly needed a win to avoid falling further behind, however, the Dane was judged at fault 
when he collided with Ermolenko while attempting a pass. Nielsen was disqualified 
and Ermolenko dusted himself off for a restart. After yet another restart, Ermolenko 


won the heat to gain an insurmountable lead. 


Nielsen rebounded with a win in his final ride to salvage a tie with Louis for second 
in points, and then won a runoff to claim the runner-up position over the British rider. 

Ermolenko's superb 1993 season caps a career marked by persistence. He took up 
speedway racing after a severely broken leg stalled a career in motocross, and was a 


major force esp om out the '80s until another broken leg threated his racing 
hing seventh in the Final in '91 and eighth in '92. Sunday, he 
became America's third World Speedway Champion, joining Jack Milne (1937) and

Lucky Strike Suzuki rider Alex Barros 
had another temper tantrum during 
practice for the Czech Republic GP after 
being slowed by a backmarker while on 
a fast practice lap. He tried to kick away 
the front wheel of Belgian Roc rider 
Laurent Naveau, fortunately without 
success. The Brazilian, normally very 
mild-mannered and friendly, lost third 
place in the Austrian GP to Wayne 
Rainey after pausing on the last lap to 
try and punch Juan Lopez-Mella. 


Among a number of contract rumors 
was one that Massimiliano Biaggi will 
replace Pier-Francesco Chili in the 
Valesi-Telkor Yamaha team next sea- 
son, riding alongside Tetsuya Harada. 
Biaggi rode for Valesi-Aprilia last sea- 
son, and won the final GP, then ran into 
legal trouble this year after switching to 
Team Kanemoto Rothmans Honda, 
allegedly breaking an existing contract 
with Aprilia. He is understood to have 
had offers from Aprilia, Suzuki and 
Yamaha for next season, but would pre- 
fer a Honda if he could get one.

DuHamel gets the Point at Sears

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 28 
uzzy  Kawasaki's Miguel 
DuHamel saved his best for last, 
emerging from an epic duel with 
Fast By Ferracci's Doug Polen to win his 
first AMA Superbike National of the 
season as the 10-race series concluded at 
Sears Point International Raceway. 

DuHamel fought off Polen's now 
habitual late-race advances and did all 
the right things to secure his only win of 
the season and the second AMA 
National win of his career. The two 
fought to the bitter end with the French 
Canadian barely holding off the Texan 
at the finish line by a scant .053-of-a-sec- 
ond after 63 miles of heated racing in 
the AMA's return engagement to the 
northern California race track after a 
three-year hiatus. 

A popular and impressive third place 
went to local hero and "roll" model to big 
racers everywhere, Scott Gray. The 220- 
pound Santa Rosa, California, resident 
handed $5000 to Eraldo Ferracci for a 
weekend rent-a-racer outing on one of 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducatis, and he 
made the most of the golden opportuni- 
ty. The "Big Man" qualified second (see 
sidebar) and ran at the front for the 
majority of the race before wisely settling 
for a third place finish behind DuHamel 
and Polen. It was Gray's best perfor- 





mance after years of disappointment and 
a season of struggle on a outdated priva- 
teer Kawasaki and, like Dale Quarterley's 
victory in Mid-Ohio a few weeks ago, it 
was a much-approved result. 

Fourth place today went to Vance & 
Hines Yamaha's Jamie James, the 
Louisianan completing a highly success- 
ful run of eight straight top five finishes 
after missing the first two races of the 
season due to a serious hand injury. 
James ended up on top of a near-race 
long battle with Team Mirage's Dale 
Quarterley, who with his fifth place fin- 
ish solidified his position as the second 
ranked rider in the series - a rather 
remarkable feat considering his priva- 
teer status. 

Behind Quarterley came the factory 
Yoshimura Suzuki of Thomas Stevens, 
the Floridian again encountering some 
late race suspension languishes but 
emerging ahead of Vance & Hines 
Yamaha's Colin Edwards II. The young 
Texan battled to the bitter end of his 
rookie season of Superbike racing with a 
wrong tire choice after leading the early 
laps of the 25-lap National. 

Camel Honda's Mike Smith came 
back from a dead-last start (after killing 
the motor of his Honda RC30 after the 
warm-up lap and being forced to start 








last on the line) to finish eighth, well 
clear of Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro 
Sohwa and 10th place finishing priva- 
teer Calvin Rayborn II. 

DuHamel pocketed the $4250 win- 
ner's share of the $25,000 Superbike 
purse with Polen taking home $2850 
and Gray earning $1900 on his $5000 
investment. Instead of the light specta- 
tor turnout many had expected, Sears 
Point claimed a three-day crowd of 
22,500 despite the event being held only 
two weeks prior to the U.S. Grand Prix 
which will be held only a two-hour 
drive away in Monterey, California. 

The 1993 AMA Superbike National 
Championship ended with Polen on top, 
his whopping 326-point total eclipsing 
Quarterley’s 263 by 63 points. 
DuHamel’s last grasp shot at second 
place in the points came up two points 
short at 261 points, but he was 31 points 
ahead of fourth-ranked James’ 230. 
Sohwa filled the top five with 189 points 
while Edwards (183), Smith (181), 
Stevens (178), Pablo Real (169), and 
Pascal Picotte (147) rounded out the top 
10 scorers. Real ended his season with a 
14th place finish at Sears Point while 
Picotte was forced out of the race after 
breaking his collarbone in a WERA Pro 
Series event at Pocono two weeks earlier. 





The Superbike National at Sears 
Point, located in California’s wine coun- 
try north of San Francisco, got under- 
way under bright sunshine, but with 
cooler temperatures than in qualifying 
as the heat wave that had engulfed the 
area had started to break. Smith's 
Honda RC30 was taken off the grid 
with a dead engine, a result of the igni- 
tion being cut off when the ram-air 
induction system came in contact with 
the switch - and he started from dead 
last. 

Meanwhile, it was ex-motocrosser 
Edwards timing the dropping of the flag 
perfectly to lead the 22-rider pack into 
turn one, a tire-constructed, left-right 
chicane. James was tucked in neatly 
behind his teammate on the first run up 
the hill towards turn two with Gray, 
DuHamel, Quarterley, Polen, Stevens 
and Sohwa in hot pursuit. Smith was 
dead last, and his day would be a long 
one; though he would eventually fight 
through to finish eighth. 

Gray wasted little time in moving by 
James and into second place by the time 
the pack completed the first lap. 
Midway through the second lap, Gray 
took over at the front, the crowd roaring 
its approval as he rode around the out- 
side of Edwards in turn seven. 





DuHamel also disposed of Edwards, his 
pass coming under braking for turn 11. 

By the third lap the battle up front 
was a two-man affair. Gray just ahead of 
DuHamel, and those two 1.56 seconds 
clear of Edwards. It was also on the 
third lap that DuHamel took the lead for 
the first time, and it was a lead he 
would maintain the rest of the way - 
despite coming under heavy attack 
throughout. ý 

When Polen finally picked up the 
pace to move into third on the sixth lap, 
he trailed the leading pair by 2.72 sec- 
onds as DuHamel circulated in the low 
one-minute, 43-second range. At that 
point, Polen seemed content to sit and 
wait this one out. On laps eight through 
10, the gap back to Polen remained iden- 
tical at 2.63 seconds. 

Meanwhile, the struggle for fourth 
place was heating up. Edwards was 
falling into the grasp of both James and 
Quarterley with James taking over the 
fourth spot on the 12th lap. Canadian 
Steve Crevier was also becoming a fac- 
tor at this point, moving his Marc Cruz 
Ducati up to eighth and making a seri- 
ous charge at finishing much higher. On 
the 17th lap, Crevier moved by both 
Stevens and Edwards and was on the 
rear wheel of the James/Quarterley bat- 
tle. On the 21st lap, he collided with 
James and crashed in turn 11, a slow 
right-hander that leads onto the front 
straightaway. 

"They wouldn't let me go," said 
Crevier of James and Quarterley. "I 
drove under Jamie in 10, he went into 11 
deep. I was committed to a line and he 
accelerated and drove across my front 
wheel. That's racing, but I basically got 
taken out. I got a bad start and got 
bounced around like a ball. I was just 
riding a clean race. I just want a ride 
next year and I don't need to be 
knocked down. I would have driven 
away from those guys no problem - my 
tire’s still brand new." 

James explained: “I got a little wide, I 
turned it tight and we collided. I tried to 
pick it up, but he wasn’t going to make

but he got the bad end of the stick. I feel 
sorry for him because it messes up your 
day when you don't finish one of these 
things." 

Crevier later had words with 
Quarterley because he thought the New 
Englander was holding him up. “The 
collision was 100% Crevier's fault," 
Quarterley said. "Jamie was gong 
through that corner the same way near- 
ly every lap. He'd run in too hot and 
have to turn and square it off." 

Gray was dealt a bad hand in the 
race at the front on the 17th lap when he 
was balked badly by a lapped rider in 
the fastest section of the track, a high- 
speed gaggle of esses that leads back 
towards the turn 11 hairpin. The result 
was DuHamel getting clear, and Polen 
coming past into turn 11. It was then 


"It was (Brad) Hazen I was lapping," 
Gray explained. "But it was my fault for 
not attacking it. I was going around 
him, he came out on me and it cost me 
at least a second. Late in the race my 
knees started cramping and it started 
sliding around a bit. I got real nervous 
and didn't want to do anything stupid. I 
just decided to back out. I've been in the 
hay bales here too many times." 

That left it down to two riders - 
DuHamel and Polen. Was the Texan just 
waiting for a late race pass, or did he 
really have his hands full with the 
French Canadian? The answers came 
quickly. 

Polen trailed by 1.22 seconds on the 
lap he moved into second place. He 
quickly erased that margin as he closed 
in on the rear of the Kawasaki on the 


tried the inside of DuHamel in turn 11, 
but to no avail. DuHamel was giving no 
quarter on braking. The lap times, 
meanwhile, had come down and the 
lead duo were now circulating in the 
1:42 range, close to the qualifying mark 
set by Polen. 

“I was hitting my brake markers 
exactly right," DuHamel explained later. 
"| had to sacrifice some cornering speed 
to get a good drive. I would hit the 
brakes as hard as I could and hug the 
inside." 

It all came down to Polen's last-ditch 
effort on the final lap. “We actually split 
a lapped rider (in turn 10)," Polen said. 
“I went outside, I was going to square it 
off and come underneath. He 
(DuHamel) flicked it back left and I had 
to go the other way. I ended up close to 





the corner. We were both in a little hot, 





that Gray made his decision to chill out. 


Polen's pole, Gray's day 


Much of the talk surrounding the AMA 
Superbike Series of late has been of weight. Add 
weight to the twin-cylinder Ducatis, take weight off 
the four-cylinders. Blah, blah, blah. At Sears Point 
International Raceway, Eraldo Ferracci tossed the 
biggest man in superbike racing on one of his 
Ducatis. The result: Scott Gray qualified second, 
only marginally slower than arguably the fastest 
man in AMA Superbike racing, Doug Polen (right). 

Despite weighing well over 200 pounds, Gray 
was the talk of qualifying after clicking off a one- 
minute, 42.11-second lap at an average clip of 88.137 
mph, just .414-of-a-second slower than Polen, on the 
daunting 12-turn, 2.52-mile race track. While Polen 
was getting paid to ride his Ferracci bike, Gray was 
paying some $5000 for the privilege of riding one of 
the fire-engine red Ducatis in a one-off deal. Unlike 
Polen's Ducati-clad 888, Gray's Ducati was fitted with Michelins, a longtime backer of 
the northern Californian. 

"It really started in Laguna,” explained Gray, who cut his teeth racing at Sears 
Point. “Eraldo (Ferracci) offered it to me, but I couldn't afford it. The Kawasaki has 
been cheap to run and I’ve been making money at every race. It's been real frustrating 
and a lot of it has to do with the bike. Finally I got fed up at Mid-Ohio and I decided to 
pay up and lease it from Eraldo. I thought it would be an interesting challenge, and 1 
knew I'd have a small advantage coming in here. 

“After riding it for the first time I thought, ‘What have you gotten yourself into?’ It's 
not that easy. It doesn't steer well because it's heavy and light all at the same time. 
Doug (Polen) told me it's the high center of gravity that makes it feel that way. I did a 
42.7 yesterday (Friday), but I couldn't duplicate it today. I was trying to ride it like my 
Kawasaki. I decided to ride it like Doug would ride it - slow in and fast out. And it 
/. worked. I felt more comfortable. That's our race tire, our hard tire. I know Doug will

standard for Sears Point, breaking Gray's lap record of 1:43.49 set back in 1988 on a 
factory Yoshimura Suzuki. Though his lap time was quick, Polen, like most of others, 
has a lot of respect for the dangers that Sears Point presents, especially a fast series of 
esses from turn seven to turn 10 where there is little or no run-off and speeds are 
high. i 
"There's no place where you can relax," Polen explained. "It takes a lot of concen- 
tration. It'll be a tiring race, mentally and physically.” 

As usual, Polen’s Ducati took very little setup and the Texan took very little time in 
getting up to speed. The end result was the recently crowned AMA Superbike 
Champion’s sixth pole position of the season and he again went into Sunday as the 
favorite to win his seventh race of the series. 

The third fastest of the superbike men was Vance & Hines Yamaha's Colin Edwards 
II, the young Texan clicking off a 1:42.864 lap in the second of the two timed sessions; 
his time was even more impressive considering it was his first trip to the race track. 

“It’s all right,” Edwards said of the track. "You've got to remember that I grew up at 
Oak Hill in Texas - this is just a bigger version of that. T went fast right from the start 
and we've got the suspension so good right now. My confidence is a lot better now and 
I'm being so much more aggressive. It’s the best I’ve felt since Road America. I think 
the race times will be in the 43s. I did my fast time on a soft tire, but I was doing 43s 
and 44s on the race tire - but it's always different in the race." 

Filling the fourth row was Edwards' teammate Jamie James, the veteran turned in a 
1:43.073 in the second session despite being balked on several occasions by slower traf- 
fic. The Yamaha rider had also crashed on Friday, but escaped without injury. : 

“If it just had more runoff I believe I would like it here,” James said. "It's a fun lay- 
out. I just couldn't get a good lap. It seems like I can never just come out of the pits and — 
get a good clear lap. I have nothing against Dr. Kieffer, but every time I seem to catch 
him when I'm on a good lap. Every race, all year. I finally let it bother me here. I took 
off this time and there's Dr. Dave. I took some extra time to get the tire hot and let him > 
ahead, but sure enough I caught him through the fast stuff. He probably doesn't like it 
either." i 

The second row was led by Team Mirage's Dale Quarterley, the New Englander 
having his usually steady qualifying session. Following Quarterley was Camel. 
Honda's Mike Smith, Muzzy Kawasaki's Miguel DuHamel and Canadian Steve | 
Crevier, riding Mark Cruz's Ducati for the second time this season. Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Thomas Stevens was back on the third row after qualifying ninth on the lone 
factory Suzuki GSXR750. : Up i i

going there. It made it real interesting, 
but I got it all under control. There 
aren't too many safe places to pass at 
Sears Point. I contemplated passing him 
on the outside of nine. I was inching up 
on him and thought, *Nah, this wouldn't 
be a good spot.' I remembered Scott's 
(Gray) crash in the Camel Challenge in 
1988. It just wasn't enough. He just 
(DuHamel) rode good enough in those 
few (passing) areas." 

DuHamel's victory was even more 
impressive considering it was his first 
trip to the difficult and somewhat 
daunting circuit: "I knew he was going 
to square it off and try to beat me to the 
line,” DuHamel said. “I got on it real 
hard and flicked it back. I knew then 
that he couldn't get by." 

After his run-in with Crevier, James 
was able to make some time on 
Quarterley who was stuck waiting for 
Crevier's sliding Ducati to vacate the 
racing line. James, despite choosing a 














tire that was too hard, held on to finish 
fourth. 

"I was doin' a little slidin'," James 
said. “I had to concentrate real hard and 
ride real hard to finish where I did. I 
was counting on our tire selection that 
15 laps in those guys would have a 
problem. I started charging and I did 
my three fastest laps but didn't gain. 
Then I overshot a corner and figured, 
'Hey, you don't have it and you better 
concentrate on staying ahead of 
Quarterley.' I just rode it out to the 
end." 

While James' main concern was a 
Dunlop tire that was too hard, 
Quarterley battled with a Michelin that 
was too soft. “I didn't think it would 
come apart, but the harder you rode it 
the more it slid," the New Englander 
explained. “I knew five or six laps in 
and at that point I knew I had to take it 
easy to finish fifth. We had a good dice 
until (Steve) Crevier got into it. He ran 
into Jamie down the end there and I 
couldn't turn. Jamie pulled out seven, 
eight, 10 bike lengths on me right there." 

Behind Quarterley came Stevens, 
ending his first season on the factory 
Suzuki with a sixth-place finish: "We 
had a shock fade problem," Stevens 
said. ^I couldn't go forward and I had to 
just ride around. It's the same problem 
we've had before late in the race." 

Edwards was disappointed after 
hoping for a better end to his rookie sea- 
son: "I really thought we could win this 
race," he said. "From lap two to the end 
it (the tire) was the same. We had a cou- 
ple of choices on tires and we gambled. 
We expected this one to come in on the 
fifth or sixth lap and it never did." 

Some distance back came Smith, with 
Sohwa equally as far behind iri ninth. 
Tenth place went to an impressive 
Calvin Rayborn II, riding a fairly stan- 
dard Kawasaki ZX750 sponsored by 
Cycle Gear in his only Superbike 
National of the season. €N

AMA 250cc Grand Prix Series: Final round ROAD RACE

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 29 
A very nearly perfect season came to 





an end for Jimmy Filice at Sears 

Point International Raceway, the 
Modesto, California, rider clinching his 
second AMA 250cc National Champion- 
ship with a record ninth victory aboard 
the Wayne Rainey Racing/Otsuka 
Electronics-backed Yamaha TZ250. 

Like most of his other wins, this one 
was a romp. Filice took control from the 
drop of the green flag and set a blistering 
pace that no one was able to come with- 
in a second a lap of matching. It was no 
different in qualifying when he took the 
pole position by better than a second. 
That performance served notice of what 
was to come and, on a hot and breezy 
summer afternoon, he backed up his 
qualifying achievement with another 
stunning race win, this time by 8.793 sec- 
onds after he backed off in the final laps. 

"] was pretty nervous going into the 
race," Filice said. "It was a deal where I 
needed to finish the race. If I finished 
fifth I would have won the champi- 
onship. But that's not my style. I talked 
to Wayne (Rainey) and he said to stick 
to the game plan that got me here. 

"The first few laps I was a little 
uptight and nervous. I wanted to win 
the championship so much for Wayne 
and the team. He's been trying for two 
years to win the thing and the money 
that he spent...The only way I could 
thank him was to win a championship." 

Filice, who won his first AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix title in 1991, completed the

AMA 250cc GP Series: Final round ROAD RACE 





The Washingtonian was battling for 
fourth with Ienatsch and Salaverria 
when he nearly crashed going through 
turn six. After losing the draft he settled 
for fifth. 

Coming into the final race lenatsch 
was locked in a battle with Danny 
Walker and Jonathan Cornwell for third 
in the championship. The highest placed 
finisher would likely get the spot and, 
today, it was Ientasch. 

"This, to me, is a major thrill," the 
Sport Rider magazine editor said. "We 
came up here to beat Walker and 
Cornwell and we did.” 

Cornwell was challenging Ienatsch 
for fourth when he overshot the first 
turn early in the race, dropping well 
back before recovering to finish seventh. 
Walker was still feeling the effects of a 
concussion suffered in practice and said 
he felt disoriented the whole race. He 
ended up 10th. 

The final points in the battle for third 
read: Ienatsch - 236, Cornwell - 227, 
Walker - 225. 

Most of the races this year have been 
for second place, but today would be 
different. It would be for third. 

Riding before a large gathering of 
family and friends, Filice jetted to the 
lead and, less than 20 minutes later, the 
win. By the fourth of 19 laps he held 
over a three-second cushion which he 
seemed to be stretching at about a sec- 
ond a lap. Halfway into the race he was 
up by close to 12 seconds, a cushion he 
would amass on the next lap before he 
backed off to the finish. 

“Halfway through the race I was 
slowing down a little too much, being 
too easy on the bike," Filice said. "I was 
doing things that I wasn't doing all 
weekend. I picked up the pace and it 
went great after that. They gave me plus 
11 and plus 12 and then I calmed myself 
back down. The last five laps went pret- 
ty quick. The last lap I was crawling 
around there." 

Second place was decided as swiftly 
as Filice had decided first. Moto 
Liberty /Nankai's Mori, though unable 
to run down Filice, was putting ground 
on third place almost as quickly as he 
was losing it to first. Halfway into the 
race he had close to eight seconds on 
Terranova and that's about what the 
margin would be at the end, the battle 
for fourth forcing the pace that undid 
Terranova. 

“I tried at first for Jimmy Filice and I 
studied his lines, but it was very diffi- 
cult," Mori said. 

The battle for fourth was the one to 
watch, four riders out to chase down 
Terranova, two of them involved in the 
championship. 

Southwest Motorsports' Danny 
Walker was off the line fourth ahead of 
Ienatsch, Cornwell, Mike Sullivan, and 
D'Aluisio. But by the third lap he was 
down a spot and, as the race wore on, 
Walker wore down and ended up hold- 
ing on for 10th after thinking about 
pulling in. 

“I was so disoriented, I didn't want 
to do something stupid," Walker said. "I 
had no perception of braking or speed. 
Many times I thought about pulling in, 
but I thought that was the sissy thing to 
do. All I could do is hope that Nick 
would dice with Cornwell and they 
would take each other out." 

On the seventh lap Ienatsch headed 
the battle for fourth with Cornwell fifth 
and Salaverria sixth in front of Walker. 
The next lap would be Cornwell's undo- 
ing, the Canadian overshooting the first 
turn at the start of the eighth lap as he 
tried to outbrake Ientasch. He got back 
on the track, but not before losing seven 
spots. 

“I came up behind Nick and I was 
going to shoot past him when I said 





"Where's he going?’ I'd missed my 
brake-marker because I was concentrat- 
ing on him," Cornwell said. "I was just 
trying to cool it and stay with Nick and 
Danny and see what transpired. What 
transpired wasn't what I wanted to tran- 
spire." Never one to quit, Cornwell 
fought his way back up to a seventh- 
place finish. 

Cornwell's departure made it a three- 
rider race for fourth, Ienatsch leading 
Salaverria and Sullivan, though all three 
would lead in the course of the next 
three laps. On the 14th Ienatsch was 
back in front, Salaverria fifth and 
Sullivan a close sixth. A lap later and 
Sullivan lost touch, pushing the front 
end going down through turn six and 
losing the draft on the run up to turn 
seven. 

"I got off line a little bit. There's 
some ripples there that the front end 
was walking over," Sullivan said. "I 
got off the gas a little bit and that's 
when I lost Al and Nick. It was a close 
call and I wanted to make sure I fin- 
ished." 

For the final laps, Salaverria stuck 
close to Ienatsch, but was foiled in every 
attempt to pass. 

“It could’ve been better," he said 
after finishing fourth. "I started from 
dead last because I broke my crankshaft 
on the first lap of qualifying. My crew 
spent all night piecing it together from 
worn-out parts. 

"Ienatsch had serious motor on me. 
He could beat me out of turn six and 
up to seven. He was hanging me up in 
turn 10. I had to go in the dirt to try to 
pass him. The last lap, when Geep fell, I 
pretty much had Nick figured out. I 
thought I was going to hit Geep and 
Nick got away. I reeled him back in 
and went tight in turn 11, but he 
blocked me and that was that," 
Salaverria said. 

Sullivan was fifth with Chris 
D'Aluisio finishing sixth. 

“It hurts," D'Aluisio said after the 
race, his broken right foot hooked up to 
a muscle stimulator and wra with 
an ice pack. “It hurt a lot the whole race. 
Af first I was with the lead group and 
my bike lost power and I dropped back. 
It just wouldn’t pull at all. Laps six 
through 10 were the fastest, then I start- 
ed to fade.” €N

DuHamel goes out in style

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 29 
uzzy  Kawasaki's Miguel 
DuHamel won his seventh 600cc 
Supersport race in 10 starts 
today at Sears Point International 
Raceway, further emphasizing his 
superiority in what is AMA road rac- 
ing’s most debated class. Already 
crowned champion for a second time 
at the last round in Mid-Ohio, 
DuHamel only increased his reputa- 
tion as the very best in the 600cc class 
by whipping the field on a race track 
he'd never seen prior to this weekend. 
Second place on the demanding 
Sears Point circuit went to the ever- 
improving Gerald Rothman Jr. on the 
Yoshimura Suzuki, though some 1.853 
seconds behind a celebrating DuHamel 
at the finish, Rothman was the best of 
the rest. Well, except for Camel 
Honda's Randy Renfrow. The veteran 
racer from Virginia seemingly had sec- 
ond place wrapped up until hitting the 
tire wall in turn one with his shoulder 





only two laps from the end, dropping 
him all the way back to eighth at the 
finish. 

Third place went to Class Racing's 
Jason Pridmore, ending a successful 
weekend for the Californian after win- 
ning the 750cc Supersport class the day 
before. Canadian Steve Crevier fin- 
ished fourth on another Kawasaki, his 
first non-top three finish of the season. 
Fifth place went to Camel Honda's 
Mike Smith after he got the best of a 
race-long battle with James Randolph 
and his Suzuki GSXR600. 

The championship. ends with 
DuHamel's 335 points some 60 points 
clear of Yoshimura Suzuki's Britt 
Turkington, who finished ninth on the 
day. Renfrow was able to hold on to 
third in the standings with 268 points, 
earning the $5000 HP4 Oil bonus for 
being the top finishing user of the 
product in the series. Crevier ended 
the season in fourth place with 244

points, five clear of Rothman's 239 
points. 

The race began in typical 600cc 
Supersport fashion - eight or nine bikes 
in snakelike procession, swapping 
places all around the 2.52-mile race 
track. The first lap was led by fast- 
starter Turkington, a lead he would 
hold until the fourth lap. At that point 
DuHamel took over and began to pull 
away. 

While DuHamel got clear at the 
front, Turkington started a gradual 
fade that eventually pushed him all the 
way back to a disappointing ninth. 

DuHamel's lead was one second 
after five laps, two seconds after eight 
laps, and over four seconds by the 13th 
lap. That lead was over Renfrow, who 
had also fought his way clear of the 
pursuing pack. The Camel Honda rider 
was well clear of the chasing field, but 
that would come unraveled two laps 
from the end. 

"| made a mistake," he admitted. "I 
cut a little tight in one and hit my 
shoulder. I thought for sure I was hurt 
bad, but it was okay and I could finish 
the race." Renfrow had his left shoul- 
der strapped after the race and was in 
considerable pain. 

Renfrow’s demise saw a three-way 
struggle to inherit his position. 
Rothman Jr., Pridmore and Crevier all 
wanted it, but it was Rothman who got 
it, resulting in his first-ever trip to a 
600cc Supersport winner's circle. 
Pridmore ended up third with Crevier 
fourth. Smith led Randolph across the 
line for fifth place. 

"I've been shooting for this all 
year,” said Rothman, who also 
wrapped up the AMA/CCS Top 
Expert Championship to add to the 
similar title he’d won a day earlier in 
the 750cc Supersport class. “It’s a 
dream come true. I can’t be any more 
happy.” 

Pridmore was also pleased, despite 
losing out to his good friend on the 
final lap: “It’s been a great weekend,” 
he said. “It’s too bad Jerry (Rothman) 
and I are such good friends because 
there was no ramming out there. It was 
good clean racing. This is my first 600 
podium and I'm just tickled.” 

For DuHamel, the race put an excla- 
mation point on an already outstand- 
ing season: "It's the way I wanted to 
do it," he said. "That's the proper way 
to win it. I wasn't going to just go and 
cruise around. I wanted to show every- 
one that I'm the fastest and that's why 
I'm the champion. My '94 plans aren't 
decided yet, but I'm pleased to go out 
and win for Kawasaki and the Muzzy 
crew." €N

Pridmore wins, 
Turk takes title

ason Pridmore had something to 
Jeers Britt Turkington had a cham- 

pionship to win. Both accomplished 
their goals in the final round of the 
750cc Supersport Series at Sears Point 
International Raceway. 

Hell-bent on attracting the attention 
of an AMA Superbike team for the 
1994 season, Pridmore went out and 
won his second successive 750cc 
Supersport final, easily beating his 
Class Racing teammate Fritz Kling by 
3.213 seconds on his Jake Van Vleet- 
tuned Kawasaki as the team celebrated 
its final race with its second 1-2 finish 
in a row. 

Turkington, meanwhile, rode what 
he called the slowest race of his life 
in order to safely secure his first 
AMA/CCS Championship on his 
Yoshimura Suzuki. Turkington 
cruised around to finish a lowly 12th, 
but it was good enough to earn him 
the championship, Suzuki's first 
since Jamie James won on a Suzuki in 
1989. 

Third place went to Sears Point 
local David Deveau on his Art 
Chambers-backed Suzuki GSXR750 
with Yoshimura Suzuki's Gerald 
Rothman Jr. and Team Suzuki Sport's 
Mark McDaniel filling the top five 
places. For Rothman Jr. the fourth- 
place finish was enough to lock up the

AMA/CCS Top Expert Championship 
in the 750cc class. 

The final point standings have 
Turkington's 311 topping Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa, sixth 
today, who ended his first season of 
AMA racing with second place in the 
championship with 292 points. 
Rothman Jr. ended the year with 253 
points with Pridmore's 251 earning 
him fourth overall in the championship 
chase. 

Rothman led initially, but quickly 
gave way to his teammate and champi- 
on-to-be Turkington. Pridmore was 
third, with Kling fourth and Deveau 
fifth at the end of the first lap. 
Turkington's cruise started on the sec- 
ond lap as Pridmore shot past and 
instantly pulled away as the Texan 
started to tip-toe his way around the 
2.52-mile race track. Turkington's fade 
was constant. He went from second to 
sixth in a lap. Then back to ninth, then 
10th, then 12th, a position he would 
finally feel comfortable with. 

“I was being extra cautious," 
Turkington said later. "I don't think 
I've ever ridden so slow in my life. It 
was important to Suzuki and to 
Yoshimura to win the championship. I 
found a gap and made sure I stayed in 
the middle of it. That gap was worth a 
lot of money to me." 

Pridmore, meanwhile, must have 
thought he was teaching a Class 
Racing School as he went about his 
business of annihilating the rest of the 
field. His ride appeared effortless and 
he was never headed. 

“It’s just awesome," he said later. 
“I'm hoping for bigger and better 
things next year, but I just can't say 
enough about Jake (Van Vleet). It's 
been a great two years with him. This 
was probably our last race together 
and this is the way to finish it out. I 
was really determined today." Behind 
Pridmore the race for second was furi- 
ous and it lasted for most of the 19-lap 
race. Kling vs. Deveau vs. Rothman 
with McDaniel thrown in for good 
measure. It eventually came down to 
the hard-riding Kling getting the best 
of the man with the local knowledge - 
Deveau. The northern California rider 
did, however, make the winner's circle 
after holding off Rothman. McDaniel 
was a lonely fifth with Sohwa sixth 
after coming from way back after a 
poor start. 

“I knew he (Kling) was right there," 
Deveau said. “On lap 10, I thought, 
‘Man, I'm not going to make it.’ I had 
to settle for third. At the end I pulled it 
back a little bit.” 

The six-foot, four-inch Kling was 
second in what will likely be his last 
race aboard a Class-sponsored 
Kawasaki. “It’s a great finish for us,” 
Kling said. “It was the last time togeth- 
er for us as teammates.” €N

Zampach goes title shopping at Sears

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 29 
hree was Tilley's H-D Scott 
Zampach's lucky number at Sears 
Point, his third consecutive win in 
the Harley-Davidson 883 series pro- 
pelling him to his third Harley- 
Davidson Twin Sports National 
Championship in a row. 

"That was one of the toughest races 
I had all year," said Zampach, who has 
won five of the 11 races. "There was a 
lot of pressure with the championship 
on the line. I saw Shawn Higbee's bike 
over there in the bales and thought that 
maybe I had enough points for the 
championship. I just got married last 
week and this is a great way to start a 
new life together." 

Higbee had, indeed, led the race, 
dropping behind Zampach on the third 
lap before crashing out in turn four on 
the fourth lap. Since he was the only 
rider with a mathematical chance of 
catching Zampach, the championship 
was decided when Zampach crossed 
the finish line, even though there is one 
race remaining at Daytona 
International Speedway in October. 

The number one plate goes to 
Zampach who left Sears Point with 350 
points, 44 better than Higbee who 
secured second in the championship. 
He was credited with a 14th-place fin- 
ish. 

The 10-lap, 25.2-mile race was com- 
pleted in 19 minutes, 7.260 seconds at 
an average speed of 78.448 mph. At the 
finish line, Zampach had a cushion of 
5.697 seconds on Hal’s Harley- 
Davidson's Andy Fenwick. In his AMA 
debut, R.C. Cycles’ Robert Cunnington 
finished third. 

The first attempt at starting the 
Twin Sports race was red-flagged when 
Chuck Blackmon crashed in the first 
turn on the opening lap. Blackmon, 








third in the championship coming into 
this race, was unable to make the re- 
start due to machine damage and his 
absence reduced the field to 15. 

Zampach got the jump on the pack, 
but Higbee took over the lead going up 
to the carousel at turn seven. Fenwick 
and local favorite Scott Gray followed, 
with Gray taking over third going into 
turn 11, a 180-degree right that leads to 
the start-finish line. 

On the second lap the top four made 
a clean break, Zampach taking the lead 
out of turn two, Higbee second, with 
Fenwick back in front of Gray. Higbee 
was at it again, taking the lead going 
into turn seven, Zampach taking it back 
on the brakes at the end of the back- 
straight going into turn 11. But Higbee 
wasn’t done, trying Zampach on the 
inside of turn one, a bold maneuver 
that leaves little room for error. 

The third lap ended with Zampach 
in the lead and, soon afterwards, 
Higbee was tumbling into the hay 
bales. 

With little delay, Zampach built up 
a 10 bike length lead on Fenwick, who 
inherited second, as Gray moved into 
third. Well behind the leaders 
Cunnington was an unchallenged 
fourth with Joe Winston fifth and Billy 
Graef holding off Al Salaverria, in his 
first-ever 883 ride, for sixth. 

At the halfway point the race tight- 
ened up, less than a second covering 
first to third, but the order would soon 
change. Gray pitched away third place 
in the carousel on the sixth lap, moving 
Cunnington up to third and setting the 
podium. 

Fenwick was able to stay with 
Zampach until the very late stages, fac- 
ing a deficit of only a second with two 
laps to go. But the "Z-Man" wicked it 





up at the end and pulled out nearly a 
six-second cushion. 

“My only strong point was on the 
brakes,” Fenwick said after finishing 
second for the fourth race in a row. 
"Scott's bike was quite a bit faster than 
mine through the esses. I don't know if 
it was the way his bike was set up or 
the way I was riding, but it really hurt 
me. I've always got one little thing 
holding me back. I was a one-man crew 
this weekend. Maybe if I came here 
again. Scott's been here before." 

Fenwick finished nearly 15 seconds 
up on Cunnington, but that didn't mat- 
ter to the third-place finisher. 

"This is my first National and I 
didn't think I could finish up here," the 
Haywood, California rider said. "I was 
trying my harderst and came up 
through the pack." 

Hansen's H-D's Graef passed the 
Citrus Heights Harley of Salaverria just 
past the halfway mark and made it 
Stick for fourth place. Brian Kohl was 
sixth on the Blackhawk Cycle/Bartel's 
H-D. Winston crashed in turn two 
while battling with Salaverria. €x

hey say that nice guys finish last, 
T but Mike LaRocco and Doug Henry 

let the hot air out of that cliche by 
storming home the winners at the 
penultimate rounds of the 500 and 125cc 
National Championship Series, and 
inching ever-closer to securing their 
first-ever National Championship titles. 
While both riders are soft spoken and 
reserved off the track and in the pits, 
they became forceful and made their on- 
track intentions very clear once they 





donned their helmets and took to the 
rough and rocky Broome-Tioga Sports 
Center course. 

For LaRocco, a set of 2-1 moto finish- 
es yielded the second 500cc National 
win of the young series and extended 
his series point lead to 11 over Honda's 
Jeff Stanton, third on the day with 3-2 
moto finishes. Who topped LaRocco in 
the first moto, you ask? Why, none other 
than his Kawasaki factory team team- 
mate and defending 500cc National 





Champion, Mike Kiedrowski, in a moto 
in which LaRocco politely settled for 
second, not willing to attempt a pass 
and risk a senseless crash. But the sec- 
ond moto was a different story. This 
time, LaRocco found himself behind 
title-rival Stanton and put his good 
manners aside. After stalking the six- 
time National and  Supercross 
Champion for most of the race, LaRocco 
muscled his way into the lead and on to 
victory aboard his Tom Morgan-tuned 








Kawasaki KX500 while Stanton and 
Kiedrowski trailed at a distance. 
Kiedrowski's 1-3 finishes made it a 
green bike one-two in the overall 
results. With only one round remaining 
in the brief four-round series, LaRocco 
boasts 142 points. Stanton has 133. 

“I felt real comfortable today. I knew 
that I had the speed to win and I just 
made sure that I didn't do anything 
dumb," said LaRocco, who earned $1600 
of the $15,000 class purse. "Points lead? 
I don't even care about that, last year I 
learned that those don't mean a thing. I 
just have to go out and try to win the 
finale." (Last year, LaRocco enjoyed a 
sizable point lead in the 125cc series, but 
saw his championship hopes fade away 
due to a string of bad luck that plagued 
performances in the latter part of the 
series.) 

In the 125cc class, Team Honda's 
Henry was golden - literally. Sporting 
eye-catching black, white and gold rid- 
ing gear, Henry spanked his competi- 
tion, screaming his bright-red, Pete 
Steinbrecker-tuned Honda CR125:to a 
pair of convincing moto wins. Finishing 
second in both legs and completing the 
pair of team class sweeps was Henry's 
fellow "Red Rider," newly-crowned 
Camel Supercross Champion Jeremy 
McGrath. Third on the day was 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes, enjoying his 
best finish of the season with a 3-4 moto 
tally. Defending 125cc National 
Champion Jeff Emig struggled all day 
long aboard his factory Yamaha and 
saw his five-point series point lead 
entering the race flip-flop into an 11- 
point deficit by the day's end. 

While a visibly upset Emig had little 
to say, Henry was jubilant. “I did exact- 
ly what I came here to do," said Henry, 
the obvious favorite of the estimated 
10,000-strong crowd. "Before today, I 
figured that I needed to win the next 
three motos and finish at least second in 
the last moto of the series to be able to 
win the title. Two down and one to go, 
and I really like the track at the last 
round." 

Entering the September 5 series finale 
at Delmont, Pennsylvania, Henry pos- 
sesses 458 points, while Emig and 
McGrath have acquired 447 and 418, 
respectively. For his double-moto 
sweep, Henry earned $2000 of the 
$12,500 125cc class purse. 


500cc 


Before the start of the first moto, 
Kiedrowski declared that the back 
injury that has slowed him thus far in 
the series was healed, and that he would 
be competing at 100%. 

"The break in the series did me a lot 
of good," said Kiedrowski. "I took an 
entire week off - no training, no riding. 
Just rest and therapy." 

At the drop of the gate, Team 
Honda's Steve Lamson rocketed off the 
line and led LaRocco, Kiedrowski, Surf 
Detergent's Jeff Glass, Stanton and The 
Brothers' Honda-backed Mike Healey 
through the right-hand hairpin first 
turn. Lamson jumped out to an immedi- 
ate lead when he shocked his pursuers 
by double-jumping a downhill obstacle 
fittingly-named the "Ski Jump." 

“I hadn't tried it during practice, but 
I was leading and I thought, "Why 
not?"" said Lamson. 

Throughout the race, Lamson would 
be the only rider to clear the jump as 
doing so made it difficult to slow down 
for the following corner. Not impressed 
by Lamson's high-flying antics, LaRocco 
and Kiedrowski both motored past the 
early leader when he bobbled in an 
uphill section on the far side of the 
course on lap three. 

“I always seem to ride tight when I 
lead a race," said Lamson. "You can't 





ride well when your arms are pumped 
up, especially on a 500." 

Seconds after they passed Lamson, 
Kiedrowski wicked it up and passed 
LaRocco for the lead. Unfortunately, he 
too would make a mistake and rode out 
of a rut less than a lap later. 

"I was leaned over into a rut and the 
front wheel came out,” said 
Kiedrowski, who recovered quickly 
enough to salvage second. "I was able 
to keep the bike running when I fell and 
I jumped right back on, just ahead of 
Stanton." 

Stanton had made short work of 
Glass, who faded to an eventual 14th, 
and also passed Lamson shortly before 
Kiedrowski's slip-up. For the next three 
laps, LaRocco held Kiedrowski and 
Stanton at bay, while Lamson held a 
solid fourth well ahead of Healey and JT 
USA's Jason McCormick. 

On lap seven, Kiedrowski again 
powered past his teammate and took 
over the lead, with Stanton stalking 
them all the while. 

“It took me a few laps to get my 
rhythm back and to get used to my bent 
handlebars," said Kiedrowski. "Once I 
got comfortable I gassed it and passed 
Mike. I wanted to prove a point and 
show why I have the number one 
plate." 

LaRocco glued himself to 
Kiedrowski's rear fender, and along 
with Stanton, kept the pace for the 
majority of the race. 

“I could stay with Mike," said 
LaRocco. "But I wanted to let him set 
the pace because it's easier to follow. I 
was going to wait until the end to pass 
him, but he was going too fast. To try 
and pass him might have been pretty 
risky. No sense in taking us both out. 
AII that matters was that I beat Stanton." 

In the closing laps, LaRocco did 
indeed increase the pressure on 
Kiedrowski, but he was never able to 
make a serious charge. Lappers played a 
big role in the race, and Stanton eventu- 
ally dropped off the pace in the last few 
turns. 

"They were both going really fast, I'll 
give them that" said Stanton. "But the 
lappers were ridiculous. The race was 
pretty much over and there was no way 
I could pass them with all the slower 
guys in the way." 

Kiedrowski enjoyed a small lead over 
LaRocco at the finish, while Stanton 
crossed the finish line some six seconds 
later. Lamson finished a lonely fourth, 
although he did entertain himself by 
waving to the crowd each lap before he 
sailed over the Ski Jump. McCormick 
found his way past Healey and rounded 
out the top five. 

Kiedrowski was quick to agree with 
Stanton about the lappers. "The lappers 
in the 500 class are the worst, they're 
like ‘geek lappers,’” said Kiedrowski 
with a laugh. "You have to pass them 10 
feet away because they could swap out 
five feet on either side at any time and 
take you out!" 

Stanton led the way in the second 30 
minute-plus-two-lap moto while 
McCormick, LaRocco, Lamson, and 
Healey filed in behind. Kiedrowski was 
mired at the start, and rounded the first 
turn in 10th. 

“I totally spun my rear wheel on the 
starting pad,” said Kiedrowski. “I think 
that's the worst I’ve ever done that in 
my life!" 

While Kiedrowski began to work 
past his competitors and towards the 
leaders, Stanton and LaRocco latched 
onto each other in what would be a 
race-long nose-to-tail battle. Together, 
they inched away from Lamson, who 
continued to thrill he crowd with his 
mega-leaps. Kiedrowski easily caught 
up to Lamson, but found that passing

him was a different matter. While 
LaRocco searched for a way past 
Stanton, Kiedrowski tried to find a line 
ast Lamson. 
"I could hear Mike behind me,” said 
Lamson. “But I was riding much looser 
that I did in the first moto and I was 


-able to hold him off." 


With little room to pass in many 
parts of the track, the follow-the-leader 
affair began to bore the spectators, but 
that changed when all hell broke loose 
on lap 12. Stanton slid into a tightly-rut- 
ted left-hander just as he had all moto 
long, but this time he missed the inside 
rut and left the door wide open for 
LaRocco. 

^| just went in a little too fast and 
missed my line," said Stanton. "Mike 
was quick to pounce." 

Quick to pounce indeed. LaRocco 
rode the inside line as if he were on rails 
and zipped into the lead. “I was just 
about to start pouring it on," LaRocco 
said. "I wanted to let him set the pace 
and learn his lines before I made a 
move. I was getting ready to charge and 
he bobbled. I was like, ‘Hey, I'll take it.” 

On that same lap, Kiedrowski grew 
tired of watching the bright-red rear 
fender on Lamson’s Honda and edged 
past him ina set of multiple jumps. 

“By the time I was able to get past 
Steve, the other guys were long gone,” 
said Kiedrowski. “I didn’t ride as well in 
moto two as I did in the first.” 

Try as he might, Stanton couldn’t 
muster the speed needed to dethrone 
LaRocco and eventually dropped off the 
pace. LaRocco crossed the finish line 
victorious aboard his MSR/Bell/ 
Scott/Motul/Bridgestone/ProGrip/EB 
C/Renthal/Acerbis/ NGK/D.I.D/ 
Factory Effex/N-Style/MXA /Uni Filter- 
backed factory Kawasaki, five seconds 
ahead of Stanton, who in turn enjoyed a 
20-second lead over Kiedrowski and 
Lamson. Healey came home fifth ahead 
of McCormick, and earned top privateer 
honors for the day aboard his The 
Brothers' Honda/ Arai/Fox/No Fear/ 
Pro Circuit/Marzocchi-backed Honda 
CR500.

Henry began his perfect day by grab- 
bing the holeshot in the opening moto 
and leading Emig, Hughes, Honda of 
Troy's Todd DeHoop, Suzuki's Ezra 
Lusk and McGrath onto the track. 
Henry pulled out an immediate lead, 
and enjoyed a 10-bike length cushion 
over Emig as they entered the middle 
section of the track.

With the adrenaline flowing, Emig 
charged too hard into a loosely-packed 
turn and lost his front end. 

"It just went out from under me 
without any warning," said Emig, who 
struggled to remount and rejoined the 
race in eighth. 

Emig's crash left Lusk in second with 
a hard-charging McGrath hot on his 
heels. A few bike lengths behind, 
DeHoop had his hands full with 
Kawasaki Team Green's Scott Sheak, 
Suzuki's Jimmy Button and Hughes. But 
all the while, Henry continued to add to 
his rapidly-growing lead. 

"| felt great out front," said Henry. "I 
was full of confidence and I just tried to 
stay in all of my lines without making 
any mistakes." 

Henry's wish would come true, as he 
rode uncontested throughout the race 
and scored a commanding win. 

McGrath found his way past Lusk in 
the back section of the course on lap 
three, but took an off-track excursion a 
few turns later and had a close 
encounter with a hay bale that allowed 
Lusk to zip past.

“I got caught in a rut and it threw me 

way off," said McGrath. "I tried to 
wheelie back onto the track but I hit a 
hay bale or something and got screwed 
up." 
P McGrath would not have to repass 
Lusk, however, as the factory Suzuki 
rider attempted to clear the same jump 
that Lamson had done on his 500. Lusk 
came up painfully short and was ejected 
off the side of his machine. 

“I came up short and cased it real 
hard," said Lusk. "I think I may have 
torn some ligaments in my fingers when 
I cased." 

"| saw it all, I knew he was going to 
do that," McGrath said. 

Once into second, McGrath began to 
gain on Henry, but in the end he would 
finish alone, well ahead of third-placed 
Hughes. Hughes came to life around the 
fourth lap and found his way past 
Button, Sheak and DeHoop. Emig recov- 
ered from his first-lap fall and at one 
point passed Hughes, but the defending 
125cc champ crashed again and allowed 
Hughes past. At the finish, Emig trailed 
Hughes by only a few inches, while

Button held on for a strong fifth ahead 
of Suzuki's Brian Swink and Fox 
Racing's Robbie Reynard. 

Reynard started the race miserably, 
running as far back as 21st before charg- 
ing through to seventh. "I got knocked 
down at the start and had to come from 
pretty far back," Reynard said. "I felt 
faster as the race went on and I never 
got tired. If only I could get a good start, 
then I'm sure I could run with those 
other guys." 

Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw and for- 
mer 250cc World Champion Donny 
Schmit ran as high as sixth and seventh, 
respectively, but Bradshaw crashed and 
dropped out, while Schmit pulled out 
with a rear flat. 

Moto two saw 125cc Western 
Regional Supercross Champion Jimmy 
Gaddis pull the holeshot and run up 
front, only to fade to 16th at the finish. 
Henry started second and was quick to 
pass Gaddis, while McGrath, Bradshaw, 
Hughes, Ward and Reynard did the 
same. Emig started 10th, but worked 
into eighth behind Reynard by the com- 
pletion of lap one. 

As he had done in moto one, Henry 
set a blistering pace and began to pull 
away from the field in the early going. 
McGrath held a strong second a few 





bike lengths ahead of a speedy-looking 
Bradshaw in third. 

Emig, meanwhile, managed to find 
his way past Reynard, but couldn't 
Shake ‘the highly-touted rookie. 
Reynard retaliated and passed the 
champ on the inside of a rutted corner, 
and with that seemd to gain a world of 
confidence. 

“He got me on a real fast part of the 
track, his bike is real fast," Reynard said. 
“But I got under him in a corner and for- 
got about him. I just kept looking for the 
next rider to pass." 

Lap by lap, Reynard reeled in his 
rivals and would pass Ward, Bradshaw 
and Hughes with relative ease. Emig 
did his best to follow suit, but couldn't 
get around Hughes and found himself 
stuck in fifth. 

Bradshaw dropped off the pace and 
would settle in behind Emig in sixth. 

“I tried real hard at the start to get in 
between McGrath and Henry, but they 
were going real fast," said Bradshaw. "I 
don't spend time on a 125 like they do, 
and I started to get a little tired and 
make mistakes." 

As the race wore on, McGrath began 
to close on Henry and on lap 12 found 
himself only a few bike lengths behind 
his teammate. 





“I feel real comfortable when Jeremy 
is behind me," Henry said. "I know 
that he won't try any dumb moves on 
me." 

But just as McGrath reeled in Henry, 
Reynard began to reel in McGrath, 
despite the fact that he opted to double- 
jump a section of jumps that most of the 
others decided to triple. 

"It didn't feel any faster to triple 
those," said Reynard. “To jump all three 
you had to go wide in the turn before, 
and I felt it was just as fast to go inside 
and double." 

Reynard's assumptions proved cor- 
rect, as he not only closed in on 
McGrath, but began to challenge him as 
well. 

“I noticed that I was catching 
McGrath, then all of a sudden I saw 
Henry and thought, ‘Man, I can win!" 
said Reynard. “I tried to go under 
Jeremy in a corner, but his bike was a lot 
faster coming out." 

The crowd was kept on its toes dur- 
ing the closing laps, but there would be 
no further passing. Henry greeted the 
checkered flag comfortably ahead of 
McGrath, who had Reynard glued to his 
rear fender. Hughes was alone in fourth, 
while Emig followed at a distance with 
Bradshaw and Ward in tow. 

"I felt that I could have passed 
Doug," McGrath said. “But then all of a 
sudden Reynard caught me and I had to 
worry more about blocking him that try- 
ing to pass Doug." 

"A perfect day, what can I say," said 
American Honda/Fox Racing /Shoei/ 
Troy Lee Designs/Sidi/Scott-backed 
Henry. "Everything went my way and 
Emig had a few tough breaks. I just did 
what I had to do." €N

Graham ties win record at Parkersburg

icky Graham's quest for his third 
R AMA Grand National Champion- 

ship took another giant leap for- 
ward as he overcame adverse condi- 
tions to run away with a record tieing 
10th win of the series. The northern 
Californian rode his Johnny Goad- 
tuned Team Undo Honda to a convinc- 
ing win on the rough but tacky half 
mile oval at West Virginia Motor 
Speedway to tie Scott Parker's single 
season win total. 

"This is just unreal, fantastic. I've 
tied Scotty's record. Now we head for 
my favorite track, the Springfield Mile," 
said Graham after he tied the record 
Parker set in 1989. 

A few hours earlier things hadn't 
appeared nearly as bright for the points 
leader. Extreme heat and high humidity 
continued to follow the AMA dirt track 
stars around the country. Temperatures 
in the high 90s with humidity to match 
left the high-banked half mile bumpy 
and dusty for the first practice session, 
which started around 5:30 p.m. Practice 
was stopped shortly before 6 p.m. to 
apply some much-needed water. 
Unfortunately, Mother Nature supplied 
heavy rain at the same time. The track 
was pelted for over a half hour and left 
a quagmire. Forced to wait until 8:30 
p-m. to even start wheel packing, it was 
apparent it was going to be a long night. 





After 11 p.m. the first riders were 
sent out to try the track. It was greeted 
with mixed revues. 

“I think it's rideable. It's even start- 
ing to dry out in a few places," said last 
year's winner Will Davis. 

"] don't like it," said a pensive 
Graham after practice. "I just want to 
get through this. It's slick and the mois- 
ture is still coming up." 


Time Trials 


Due to the late hour, AMA Dirt 
Track Manager/ Referee Bruce Bober 
implemented plan "B." 

"This is something I worked out a 
couple of weeks ago, just in case we ran 
into something like this. We seeded the 
top 24 riders by their National points. 
That gives them front row starts in the 
four heats," said Bober. 

The remainder of the 45 rider field 
gridded for the heats by their draw for 
time trial slots at sign-up. 


Heats 


Pole positions went to Graham, 
defending Grand National Champion 
Chris Carr, Parker and the winner of 
the National held here in June, Kevin 
Atherton. 

In what is fast becoming a 
Parkersburg tradition that everyone 
would rather not practice, the first heat 





was called to the line shortly after mid- 
night and Graham chose the outside 
starting spot. It didn't work as Chance 
Darling got a great drive from the 
inside and led Will Davis into turn one. 
Darling's lead was short-lived, howev- 
er, as Davis pushed his A&R Honda 
into the lead down the backstraight. At 
the end of lap one Graham and Ronnie 
Jones had also gotten by Darling. 

Davis was flying on the low line as 
he took a "diamond" line through the 
turns, but Graham was clipping hay 
bales and fast closing on Davis. At the 
halfway point, Graham drove under 
Davis at the start/finish line and took 
over for good. 

“It felt real good, but then Ricky just 
rode by and was gone," said Davis. 

Graham pulled out a couple second 
lead, while Davis held a five-second 
lead over Jones. Jones was a solid third 
over Darling and Mike Varnes, but all 
were semi bound as only the top two 
finishers in each heat advanced straight 
to the final. 

Chris Carr put his Harley-Davidson 
factory-sponsored XR750 on the inside 
for the start of heat two, a move that 
was duplicated the rest of the night. At 
the flash of the starting light, Carr led 
Bartels’ H-D teammates Mike Hale and 
Jay Springsteen into turn one. Carr 
quickly pulled away from Hale and 





Springsteen fell victim to two young 
chargers, Jason Fletcher and Georgie 
Price. Fletcher had his sights set on 
Hale and that last qualifying position 
and both riders jockeyed for track posi- 
tions. 

At the halfway mark Carr held an 
uncatchable five-second advantage. 
Fletcher continued to nip at Hale's heels 
only to fade during the last two laps 
and finish third, leading Price, Brett 
Landes and Willie McCoy to the semis 
while Carr and Hale advanced to the 
final. 

Parker got the crowd, a large one 
that not only weathered the storm but 
fought off sleep, excited as he led heat 
three into turn one. But it was Ed 
Adkins/Winchester H-D/Witt's H-D/ 
Mary & Mac/Larry Gordon/Zoom/ 
Fox/Bell/Lynch Trucking/Myers- 
sponsored Rodney Farris who went low 
in turn two and blasted into the lead. 
Farris worked his way to a big lead out 
front as Parker, who was running a dis- 
tant second, opened a large gap over 
Steve Beattie and Terry Poovey. The top 
four positions were set with all four rid- 
ing well clear of anyone, but the spots 
that counted went to Marylander Farris 
and Michiganite Parker. 

Heat four was also quickly decided 
as Texas H-D/ Sponseller/KK/ Arai/ 
Pro Plates-sponsored Kevin Atherton 


took command at the start and went on 
to win. Steve Morehead ran a distant 
second in the early going, well ahead of 
an Aaron Hill/George Roeder battle 
over third. Atherton rode high but a 
couple of slips allowed Morehead to 
momentarily close. Atherton instantly 
reestablished his lead and established a 
four-second lead that he held to the 
checkered flag. Morehead finished com- 
fortably ahead of Hill and Roeder. 


Semis 


Shortly after 1:00 a.m. the first of the 
eight-lap semis rolled to the line. 

Canadian National Champion 
Beattie took his Deeley H-D 
Canada/Shoei/Tsubaki/ Motion 
Pro/Produmax Oils/Alpine Stars/ 
K&N-sponsored XR750 to a wire-to- 
wire win in the first semi. Roeder and 
Brett Landes made it a three-rider con- 
test for the lead, but Roeder slipped on 
lap five leaving Landes to do the chas- 
ing. He came up short and the win went 
to Beattie, but second for Landes and 
third for Roeder earned them starting 
slots in the National. Danny Koelsch 
and Darling were a distant fourth and 
fifth, respectively, and they joined the 
rest of the field in loading up. 

Poovey led the dash into turn one of 
the second semi. Aaron Hill and John 
Resso funnelled in right behind and 
rookie Expert Resso blasted into the 
lead down the back straight. Resso and 
Poovey battled over the lead until the 
halfway point, while Hill trailed and 
led a swarm of riders, including Price, 
Springsteen and Mike Varnes. 

Poovey finally made the outside 
work on lap five and took his 
Gilco/Texas H-D/Hap Jones/Jack 
Sisemore/Bell/Tsubaki/ T. Wright- 
sponsored Honda to the win. Resso set- 
tled into second and the battle over the 
last transfer narrowed down to Hill and 
Price. 

Price momentarily slipped back, 
then as they came down to the white 
flag, Resso, Hill and Price bunched up 
again. Price made a last ditch try in turn 
one but slipped again. Resso made his 
first National, leading Hill home. 

In the last semi it was, once again, 
the polesitter leading the pack into turn 
one. Jones led early but Jason Fletcher 
positioned his Moroney's H-D/ 
Spectro/Motion Pro/Bell/K&N/ 
Wilcox MC/Fat City /Family /Gary 
Edmonds-sponsored Harley up front at 
the end at lap one. Jones was then chal- 
lenged by Willie McCoy and Harold 
Dorsey. 

Jones and McCoy waged a ferocious 
battle over second. Jones was apparent- 
ly having suspension problems and 
sparks flew as he bounced through the 
turns. By lap five Larry Pegram had 
joined the struggle and the top four 
were very close. Jones was shuffled 
back to third by McCoy on lap seven 
and the lead trio dashed across the fin- 
ish in close order with Pegram looking 
for the opening that never came behind 
winner Fletcher, runner-up McCoy and 
third place finisher Jones. 


National 


Last call for the National came at 
1:50 a.m. and Rodney Farris, who was 
introduced first having won the fastest 
heat, decided to start from the number 
two slot from the inside. Atherton chose 
his slot next and took the inside pole. 
Graham, Carr, Parker and Davis filled 
out the front row. Morehead chose the 
inside of row two with his sixth pick. 
Beattie, Fletcher, Landes, Hale and 
Poovey were to his right. The back row 
was made up of Resso, Roeder, McCoy, 
Jones and Hill. 

Everyone was taking a defensive 
attitude, making survival the priority.

When the light flashed green it was 
Atherton into turn one first. Farris and 
Graham were right behind, but Farris 
couldn’t hold his line and Atherton led 
at the end of lap one over Graham and 
Morehead. Unfortunately, Morehead’s 
setup didn’t match his quick start. 

“I lengthened out the wheelbase, 
thinking I would round the corners 
off,” Morehead said. “It just didn’t 
work. When I came into the turns it just 
pushed until I backed off. I’m glad I got 
through it.” 


Davis, Farris and Carr quickly took 
advantage of Morehead’s problems but 
Atherton was riding an extremely high 
line and seemed to be pulling away. 

"| was right at the top and it seemed 
to be working, but I made several mis- 
takes and almost got into the bales," 
Atherton said after the race. 

Even on a track he was uncomfort- 
able with, Graham was ever the preda- 
tor. "My teammate, Brett Landes, 
showed me a line in his semi that really 
worked for me. It was high but not all 


the way to the top. I followed Kevin for 
quite a while, then he made a couple of 
mistakes. You really had to be careful," 
Graham said in explaining the move he 
made that gave him the lead for good 
on lap eight. 

Atherton settled into second. "I 
stayed with Ricky but he was just fly- 
ing. After a couple of close calls, I 
decided to just maintain, said Atherton. 

Carr moved to third on lap three and 
looked ready to make his charge as 
Farris, Davis, Parker, Morehead,

Scott Parker and his tuner Bill Werner were somber after the race, as Parker was 
mathematically eliminated from the Grand National Championship point chase. 
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Fletcher, Beattie and Jones rounded out 
the top 10. 

At the crossed flags marking the 
halfway point of the 25-lap race, 
Graham was starting to pull away from 
Atherton and they were well ahead of 
the field. 

Carr held down third over Davis, 
Parker, Farris, Morehead, Jones, 
Fletcher, Beattie, Hale, Roeder, Hill, 
Landes, McCoy and Resso. Poovey had 
dropped out on lap nine. This was the 
high point for Carr as he soon started to 
fade. 

"The low line went away and I 
couldn't make anything work. It was 
really rough, I couldn't get any consis- 
tency once I started dropping back," 
Carr said. 

Davis took over third on lap 14. "I 
kept looking for a line that would work. 
After I took third I was getting tired 
and I saw Kevin way up there ahead of 
me. I decided to just try to hold my 
position," Davis said. 

Parker was next to move up, taking 
over fourth on lap 17. “IE was a search 
all night for a place to ride. I'm just glad 
it's over," Parker said. 

Farris got by Carr on lap 21 to move 
into fifth, but was well behind Parker. 
"After I let them get away early, it was 
really hard to make up the time. But 
we finally finished a race here," Farris 
said. 

Graham and Atherton started mov- 
ing through lapped traffic as early as 
lap 17, leaving riders scattered all 
around the track. 

“Once we got into lapping, I just put 

it on cruise control," Atherton said. 
"Then when I saw the five lap to go 
sign, I looked back and Will was right 
on my rear wheel. I tried to pick the 
pace back up, but I made a couple more 
mistakes. That was it. I just screwed 
up." 
“I couldn't believe it when I realized 
I was gaining on Kevin. I said to myself, 
‘We can do this.’ Then I just really got a 
good drive out of four the last lap," said 
Davis of his last-lap move that gained 
him second by a wheel width. 

“We made some changes after the 
heat but the track was nasty. At least 
we put on a show for the fans that stuck 
this out," said Jones after he had 
worked his way up to seventh. 

Fletcher ran ninth most of the way 
but passed Morehead on the last lap for 
eighth. Beattie cruised home 10th ahead 
of Hale who was struggling along with 
a broken rear shock. "The shock broke 
around lap five. It almost beat me to 
death," said Hale. 

“As bad as the track was, I don't 
think anyone fell all night, unless 
Roeder fell in the National. That tells 
you how much everyone respected 
what a track like this could do to you," 
said Carr. In fact Roeder had fallen, 
uninjured, in turn two on lap 17. 

Of his dwindling chances of repeat- 
ing as Grand National Champion, Carr 
said, "All I can do now is win. Scotty is 
eliminated now and I have to win if I’m 
to have any chance. Even then Ricky 
would probably have to have problems 
for me to catch him now." 

With four rounds remaining in the 
series, Graham has 284 points, 51 more 
than Carr's 233. Parker has indeed 
been eliminated. He's 95 points behind 
Graham and a maximum of 80 points 
is available (first place earns 20 
points). 


600 Support 
After the Grand National winner's 
circle celebration was over, around 
2:30 a.m., the 38 entries of the 600 
Support class were given their practice 
time. 
Divided into three heats with the top 








five moving on to the main, wins went 
to Kevin Varnes, Andy Tresser and 
Mike Dillon. The third heat had the 
unusual sight of a two-stroke moving 
into the main as John Faulkner finished 
fifth on his Yamaha YZ490. 

The first attempt to start the main 
was red-flagged when Larry Schaidt 
tried to climb the wall on the back 
straight. He walked back to the pits 
and the race restarted without him. 

Kenny Coolbeth rocketed to the front 
with Kris Kiser, Mike Hacker, Tresser 
and Varnes in hot pursuit. The red 
came out again when Dillon fell and his 
bike gathered up Robert Lewis. Neither 
made the second restart. 

Hacker led lap one, but was quickly 
replaced by Coolbeth. Tresser held 
third over James Hart and Kiser. By the 
halfway mark Hart had moved to third 
and Tresser and Kiser were locked in a 
battle over fourth. 

Moroney's H-D/Bell/Spectro/ 
Motion Pro/Parents-sponsored Cool- 
beth made it look very easy as the 
young Expert led fellow rookie Hacker 
home over a strong field of veteran 
Experts. Tresser topped a four-rider 
battle for fourth behind Hart. Kiser,

Nilsson edges closer to Martens with Slovakian GP win -

SVEREPEC, SLOVAKIA, AUG. 22 

weden's Jorgen Nilsson inched two 
S points closer to Belgium’s Jacky 

Martens in the 500cc GP points 
chase with an overall victory in front of 
a crowd exceeding 30,000 in Sverepec. 
With just 12 points separating series 
leader Martens from runner-up Nilsson, 
the championship title will be decided 
at the final round of the series in 
Switzerland on August 29. 

In 90 degree-plus heat, the two title 
rivals each scored a moto win in the first 
two legs, while Austrian Siggi Bauer 
stormed past Nilsson on the penulti- 
mate lap to earn the win in the third 
moto. Italian Franco Rossi, last year's 
winner here, failed to score a single 
point. 

The opening moto saw Honda 
CR500-mounted Nilsson extend his 
holeshot streak to four, but the Swede 
ended up losing nine points to Martens 
in the race. 

For 12 minutes, Nilsson led with the 
Husqvarna  four-stroke-mounted 
Martens on his rear wheel after he had 
passed Bauer and Belgian Johan 
Boonen on the first lap, then the Swede 
lost it. 

"The front wheel went away and 
ripped the bars out of my hands," said 
Nilsson. “Nothing was damaged but I 
had lost my rhythm." 

Nilsson remounted in fourth but 
could not hold off Sweden's Marcuss 
Hansson or Great Britain's Joel Smets - 
riding a four-stroke Husaberg - and 
almost fell into the clutches of Austrian 
Karl Sulzer as well. 

Hansson was the next man to chal- 
lenge Boonen, but had to settle for third. 

"| tried to pace myself in the heat but 
I still got tired in the last few minutes," 
said Hansson. "I have not been able to 
train all week after hurting my shoulder 
last week." 

Smets finished a close fourth after a 
bad start, while Sulzer came from nearly 
as far back to almost catch Nilsson, who 
was running fifth. Former champ Dave 
Thorpe had his best ride of the year for 
eighth behind New Zealand's Darryll 
King. 

Last year's winner Rossi had gone 
down in turn one. "Somebody went 
straight and took us all out," said Rossi. 
“I tried to come back but it was so dusty 
in the pack." 

The man who had gone straight was 
Swiss rider Jean-Charles Tonus, but he 
was not to blame. Tonus was left with 
nowhere else to go, as the riders on the 
outside were pushed out in a chain reac- 
tion, which had started after Nilsson, 
gating out in front from the inside, 
moved across the pack to line himself 
up for the first turn. 

Twenty seconds later, there was 
another pile of bikes and bodies when 
Belgian Gerald Delepine went down 
and took out many riders. 

Martens was confident after his first- 
moto win. "I was riding easy behind 
him (Nilsson) and I would've been able 
to pass before the end anyway. It is too 
hot today to push any harder than nec- 
essary." Boonen took over second but 
was soon relegated - temporarily - to 
third by Bauer. "I was kicking myself," 
said Boonen. "I thought I had no chance 
to stay with the leaders, so I let Martens 
pass me on the first lap. I don't want to 
interfere with the battle for the title. 
Then I suddenly realized that I was 
more than holding my own." 








Swede Jorgen Nilsson scored the overall win and gained two points on series leader Jacky Martens at the Slovakian GP. 





But soon after taking second, Bauer 
buried the front wheel in a soft berm 
and then dropped back to an eventual 
14th. 

It was, once again, Nilsson who 
holeshot race two and this time he held 
it to the finish, but the major topic of 
conversation was the condition of the 
track, which had dried out and had 
become dusty. But in between the first 
and second motos, the first turn and the 
bottom of the first downhill was 
watered down. Unfortunately, the 
watered sections became slick and many 
riders went down, including Smith. "I 
don't know what happened," said the 
Brit. ^I got (my goggles) filled up with 
mud and never saw anything until they 
picked me up off the track." 

Smith's teammate Brian Wheeler saw 
the whole thing. “Smets just never shut 
off and sent Jared (Smith) flying." 

Nilsson was soon sprinting clear, but 
Hansson moved quickly past Delepine 
to give chase. He exerted tremendous 
pressure, but at 20 minutes, his chal- 
lenge for the lead was over after tiring 
out. 

Nilsson rode a steady race. "I felt 
confident even when  Marcuss 
(Hansson) was behind me," said 
Nilsson. “I didn't know if he would tire, 
but I felt safe anyway." 

Entering the last lap, Delepine and a 
charging Smets were on Hansson’s rear 
wheel. But Hansson reemerged alone 
from the trees at the top of the first 
climb after Delepine and Smets had tan- 
gled. 

"If he had shown a little patience, we 
would've both passed Hansson," said 





Delepine. “But no, Smets had to take us 
out." 

Delepine immediately raced off to 
register an official complaint to the Jury 
about Smets' rough riding. 

Smets actually lost a place due to his 
last-lap exuberance, handing two points 
to a grateful Martens. Until then it 
looked as though Nilsson would pull 
back all of his first moto points loss 
while Martens ran in fifth. 

After finishing fourth, Martens said, 
“I felt as though I was going to vomit all 
through the race. I couldn't risk going 
any faster." 

For the first time in five motos, it was 
not Nilsson who led from the gate in the 
third and final moto. Hansson appeared 
to have the jump on the rest, but his 
approach to the first turn was too tight. 
“I had to back off and I ended up 
around 10th," said Hansson. "I soon 
realized that it was pointless to continue 
because I was drained physically." 

Boonen had also gated well to come 
from outside Nilsson to lead the Swede 
for half the race until he was forced to 
pit with his front brake caliper hanging 
off his bike. 

Nilsson now seemed safe in front, 
but Bauer had other ideas. The Austrian 
quickly realized that this was his chance 
of a first-ever GP moto win and passed 
Nilsson on the penultimate lap. 

"]t was a fair pass," admitted 
Nilsson. "Siggi went all the way around 
the outside of me at the far end of the 
track. I had no answer, but at least I 
have gained two points on Martens 
today." 

Bauer was ecstatic of his win. “I 





won't be letting anyone pass me in the 
future," said Bauer. "I know now I can 
win." 

Martens was again struggling but 
kept going for fourth. "I was up all 
night on the toilet; I’m absolutely 
drained. At least I still lead by 12 
points.” 

Belgian Mervyn Anstie moved up to 
fifth at the finish after a steady ride, 
while Wheeler lost seventh to Delepine 
late in the race. €N

Czechmate to Rainey

BRNO, CZECH REPUBLIC, AUG, 22 
tiple World Champion Wayne 
T Rainey rekindled his title hopes and 
put a match under those of Kevin 
Schwantz with a decisive victory in the 
Czech Republic GP at Brno last week- 
end. 

In blazing sunshine and 28-degree 
temperatures in front of the biggest 
crowd since Jerez, Rainey used his heat- 
loving Dunlop tires to make the majestic 
Brno circuit his own. It was his third vic- 
tory in succession at the difficult track, 
where a preponderance of downhill cor- 
ner entries puts a heavy premium on 
front-tire adhesion. 

The Californian had started from his 
first pole position since 1991, and was 





followed home by his Marlboro Yamaha 
Roberts teammate Luca Cadalora in the 
team’s second one-two in two races. 

Rothmans Honda's Michael Doohan 
was third, narrowly fending off John 
Kocinski, riding a Cagiva for the first 
time, and as highly motivated as any 
rider on the grid. 

But Schwantz could do no better than 
fifth, and the Lucky Strike Suzuki rider 
saw the title lead that had shrunk to 
three points when he was knocked off in 
Britain turn to an 11-point deficit. 
Stricken by minor but costly tire and 
handling problems, he only just man- 
aged to hold off Daryl Beattie’s 
Rothmans Honda after the Australian 





had hung on his back wheel almost all 


race long. 
It was not a good weekend for Doug 
Chandler, who finished ninth. 


Inevitably his performance was poor 
compared with that of unwanted team- 
mate Kocinski, since he was struggling 
to regain form in his first race since his 
heavy practice crash at Mugello, but the 
comparison was uncomfortable all the 
same. (Teammate Mat Mladin was 
forced to concede his spare bike to 
Kocinski, then broke down on the 
warm-up lap.) 

It was also a huge disappointment 
for Freddie Spencer, who returned still 
far from fit for only his second race of 





the year. Well down the field, unable to 
use the rear brake, he raced anyway, 
only to be forced to retire early with a 
seized-up gearshift. 

The 250cc race brought Aprilia a sec- 
ond successive victory, this time for 
Loris Reggiani after teammate Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia retired from an early 
lead. 

The race was agonizing for title 
leader Tetsuya Harada and the Telkor 
Yamaha, carrying shoulder injuries from 
his crash in Britain, and gritting his 
teeth to finish sixth; and hardly less so 
for his challenger Marlboro Honda's 
Loris Capirossi, who collided with sec- 
ond-placed Max Biaggi, on the 
Kanemoto Rothmans Honda, while the 
pair were disputing the lead, and was 
lucky to stay wheels down to rejoin and 
come through to fifth again, setting a 
new lap record as he did so. He needed 
to win to keep his title hopes alive. 

Ducados Honda Pons' Alberto Puig 
was third after a canny race awaiting 
developments, with returned Assen 
injury victim Doriano Romboni on the 
HB Honda a heroic fourth after leading 
early on, in spite of riding with his right 
leg in a protective cast. 

The finish of the day came in an elec- 
trifying 125cc race. Title leader Dirk 
Raudies had led for almost all of it, with 
Kazuto Sakata nosing ahead just once. 
Then on the last lap they changed places 
three times, with Sakata on the grass 
once. Then the Japanese rider came out 
best after a side-on collision in the final 
chicane, to beat Raudies by four-hun- 
dredths of a second. 

Takeshi Tsujimura on the second 
FCC Honda beat Noboru Ueda by a 
similar margin after an equally tense 
battle for third. 

Rolf Biland, already confirmed as 
sidecar World Champion, won the 
three-wheeler race. 


500cc Grand Prix 


This was not a particularly exciting 
race. Rainey took the lead from team- 
mate Cadalora on the first run down the 
hill, and the orange Yamahas, both 
using the Roc frame as specially modi- 
fied for Team Roberts, held those posi- 
tions until the end, the gap gradually 
growing to some five seconds as Rainey 
gave a display of fast-and-loose riding, 
front and rear wheels skipping and slid- 
ing as he broke his own 1991 lap record 
by a tenth of a second. 

“It’s still sinking in,” Rainey said 
later, as he contemplated an 11-point 
title lead and a complete change in the 
World Championship picture. “Tires, 
bike and suspension were really work- 
ing well. The only guy who could lose 
the race was me, so it was very intense." 
He added: "If I knew why the bike 
worked so well here after our problems 
all year, then I'd tell you." But observers 
put a lot of credit down to the Dunlop 
tires, with all the Michelin runners 
struggling. 

Kocinski made a flying start, and 
held third as the three Rothmans 
Hondas sorted themselves out behind 
him, with Doohan in control. The 
Australian passed the Cagiva after the 
high-power hillclimb at the end of lap 
two, but he couldn't shake him off, and 
they remained in close formation as the 
leaders drew steadily ahead. 

Then Kocinski moved back in front 
shortly after half-distance, and it was his 
turn to try unsuccessfully to escape. 
Both were suffering with slithery 
Michelins, Kocinski blaming his own 
wrong choice as a result of a gap in his 
500cc-class experience; Doohan's team 
simply blaming a lack of an avoidable 
alternative. 

Doohan was disappointed that he 
was unable to run with Rainey. "If it 








had been a couple of degrees cooler, I 
feel I might have been much closer to 
the front." But he had an interesting 
view of the Cagiva. "It's certainly fast - 
faster than the Yamahas," he said. 

Behind these two, Beattie had got 
ahead of Itoh on the third lap and grad- 
ually drew away. Meanwhile Schwantz 
was behind, and once he came to terms 
with his own tricky combination of a 
less-than perfect chassis settings and tire 
choice he started to move forward, pass- 
ing Itoh on lap eight and steadily clos- 
ing on Beattie to squeeze past with an 
apologetic wave of the hand at the end 
of the next lap. At this stage, the Suzuki 
was seven seconds behind Kocinski, but 
rather than closing the gap continued to 
grow to 15 seconds at the finish. 

"In racing, you have to learn how to 
lose as well as how to win," he said 
philosophically. “If either the tire choice 
or the chassis settings are a little bit off, 
you can almost compensate to get round 
the problem. But when they're both off, 
there's not much you can do. It was 
hard to watch the other guys go away 
ahead of me, but I knew the important 
thing was to get as many points as pos- 
sible and not to take risks exceeding the 
bike's potential." 

Beattie, meanwhile, observed that 
while Schwantz couldn't get away from 
him, neither could he get past. "I would 
have had to run really deep into the 
turns, and that way I might have ended 
up taking him out. He was going in real- 
ly hard, maybe because he is more loose 
and relaxed with the bike than I am." 

Itoh was dropping away in seventh, 
with a return of practice engine manage- 
ment problems to his injected Honda. “I 
was using a system that is still being 
developed, and at certain times during 
the race it lost a lot of power." Doubtless 
the team's analysts would be poring 
over the computer read-outs late into 
the night. 

Marlboro Honda Pons' Alex Criville 
was five seconds adrift in eighth, after 
battling with Lucky Strike Suzuki's Alex 
Barros until lap 15, when the Suzuki suf- 
fered a power valve linkage breakage, 
and he lost power and revs. The 
Brazilian kept on dropping back, and 
was unable to fend off the slow-starting 
Chandler's Cagiva in the closing stages. 
"Sometimes when things start going 
wrong in practice they keep on going 
wrong all weekend," he commented 
ruefully. 

Chandler had bogged the Cagiva on 
the line, and said later that he still felt a 
little timid with it. “Once I got going I 
felt pretty good. I think I'm on my way 
back up there," he said. 

Almost 20 seconds back, Bernard 
Garcia's Yamaha-France YZR won a 
fierce battle for 11th by just over a sec- 
ond from John Reynolds's Harris, with 
Michael Rudroff's Harris a similar dis- 
tance behind. Juan Lopez-Mella led 
another three-strong group across the 
line almost 10 seconds behind, with Jose 
Kuhn taking the last point and Jeremy 
McWilliams missing out by less than 
two-tenths of a second. 

There were 22 finishers, with Serge 
David and Sean Emmett among a hand- 
ful of crashers, the most notable of 
whom was Niall Mackenzie, who 
dropped his Valvoline Roc on the third 
lap, without injury. 

Andrew Stroud was an early retire- 
ment, after breaking a crankshaft and 
smashing his Harris's engine casings. 

Spencer retired after four laps with 
terminal gearshifting problems that had 
begun before the race. Just to prove it to 


any potential doubters, mechanics were . 


seen trying to move the lever by hand 
after he stopped, without success. 

Thus the title lead changed hands, 
with Rainey moving back on top for the

250cc Grand Prix 
Reggiani's first win of the season 


` came after his teammate Ruggia had 


suddenly slowed while in the lead early 
on and cruised into the pits. Until his 
engine went off sick, the French Aprilia 
man seemed set to dominate the race, in 
spite of a horde of Hondas weaving 
around close to his back wheel. 

Reggiani's other asset was the sweet 
handling of the Aprilia chassis. "I knew 
the Hondas were more powerful, but I 
waited a little behind through most of 
the race until I knew their tires would be 
going off, then at the end I was able to 
push on ahead," Reggiani said. 

He had another ally: a fierce Italian 

rivalry between the Honda riders saw 
Biaggi and Capirossi collide while dis- 
puting the lead on lap 14. Biaggi 
dropped to third, but Capirossi went 
flying across the gravel trap at the first 
corner, narrowly avoided hitting the 
barrier, then rode wildly back across the 
gravel to rejoin in ninth, spitting with 
rage, his championship challenge badly 
dented. "I don't want to talk about it. I 
want to settle with Biaggi first," he said 
later. . 
Romboni had led first, with Ruggia 
pulling through on the third lap and 
opening up a small advantage over the 
pursuit pack. Then on lap seven he was 
missing, appearing well down the field 
to tour into the pits, a piston broken. 

Now there were five up front, with 
Romboni then Biaggi leading, Capirossi, 
Reggiani and Puig all close behind, 
swapping back and forth and drawing 
steadily away from the next group, led 
by Luis d'Antin from Harada, HB 
Honda's Helmut Bradl and the Yamaha 
of P.F. Chili. 

The next major reshuffle came at the 
start of lap 14, when Biaggi challenged 
Capirossi for the lead into turn one. "I 
don't think it was my fault, but we 
touched. I know I lost two places, but I 
didn't see what happened to him," said 
Biaggi later. 

The little double 125cc World 
Champion had gone bucketting across 
the gravel, riding straight back to rejoin 
in ninth, spitting fury and riding like a 
demon. It was during his charge back 
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Fifth-placed Kevin Schwantz struggled throughout the race with setup problems. 





that he broke the lap record, as he 
moved through the second group to 
lead Harada across the line by less than 
half-a-second. 

Up front, Reggiani had taken victory 
by almost a second, with Biaggi still 
blaming a lack of front tire adhesion for 
his inability to get back in front. He had 
also crashed in morning warm-up, 
destroying his favorite bike, and was 
riding the spare. He had Puig on his tail, 
with Romboni less than a tenth behind 
him, saying that his first race after two 
months recuperation had found him 
understandably reluctant to deploy full 
aggression. 

Harada was helped to sixth not only 
by Bradl's collarbone weakness - he said 
after the race that a big slide had given 
him a big twinge, as had a close fight 
with d'Antin, who eventually lost the 
front end and crashed with seven laps to 
go but also by his friendly teammate 
Chili, who sacrificed his own chances to 











stand guard over his injured teammate. 
The Japanese rider was suffering some 
pain that was aggravated as the bike 
started to slide around towards the end 
of the race, and when Capirossi attacked 
in the closing stages, he was in no posi- 
tion to fight back. 

Bradl was three-tenths behind him 
across the line, with Chili a similar dis- 
tance behind him. At the finish, German 
Yamaha rider Jochen Schmid had also 
closed up again to within two seconds. 

Kanemoto Honda's Nobuatso Aoki 
was a lonely 10th, with Rothmans 
Honda's Tadayuki Okada in a lot of 
pain after a heavy practice crash, but 
with enough power to get back in front 
of Wilco Zeelenberg's Exact Software 
Aprilia in the closing laps to secure 11th. 

Another 12 seconds back came Simon 
Crafar on the sole Lucky Strike Suzuki, 
disappointed after the bike bogged 
down on the start line, leaving him out 
of touch with a hoped-for top-10 finish. 
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Patrick vdGoorbergh was 14th, after 
dropping back from a strong start. But 
then he held on to the position from a 
big group that closed up in the final 
laps, with six bikes crossing the line in 
| just over a second. Fred Protat was just 
| behind him to take the last point; then 
came Maurel, Bosshard, Jurgen 
vdGoorbergh and Haengelli. 

There were 22 finishers, 10 retire- 
ments included Andy Preining, who 
crashed early on, as well as Chesterfield 
Aprilia's Jean-Michel Bayle, complain- 
ing of overheating and a loss of engine 
power, and Eskil Suter, who crashed out 
of a good points-scoring position. 

With three rounds left, Capirossi's 
clash helped make Harada’s title lead a 
little more secure, though also slightly 
shrunken. He now has 161 point to 
Capirossi's 137, and need not win 
another race. Biaggi is third on 126, with 
Romboni on 109, Reggiani on 106, and 
Bradl on 105, one point ahead of the 
luckless Ruggia.

Rainey finds the groove 


ayne Rainey’s first pole since 1991 came just when he needed it; while title rival 
evin Schwantz - with whom he was now almost on level pegging on points - 
could hardly have chosen a worse time to run into bike balance and set-up diffi- 


; culties. 


Perhaps it was not so surprising: Brno’s long medium-speed corners with downhill 
entries severely tests front-wheel adhesion and confidence; areas in which Rainey and 
Dunlops generally excel, and where the Suzuki and its Michelins have often struggled. 

“T guess the bike just likes this track,” said Rainey, who won here the last two times. 
"I hate the front wheel stuff, because it's too easy to make a mistake when you try to go 
faster. But this is the first time all year we haven't changed the bike hardly at all 
throughout practice." 

He was back on the Roc chassis after switching to a Yamaha 'kame for the British 
GP, and relishing the prospect of the new four-race championship. “I’ve been through 
it all before, and I’m not thinking about the title. But I sure am happier with the posi- 
tion I’m in now compared with three weeks ago,” he said. 

He was four-tenths faster than Michael Doohan, who was also enjoying himself on 
the Rothmans Honda. "I'm still not able to ride like I could last year before the acci- 
dent, but I'm still getting better every time I go out. I've been using production front 
tires for the last few races, but here I’ve switched to a more triangular profile that 
Michelin developed last year. It's not strong under brakes, but you're on your side for a 
long time here.” As for his chance of intervening in the championship struggle: “Of 
course I have a favorite out of Schwantz and Rainey, but nobody helped me last year 
when I needed it, so I'll just ride my own race.” 

He had new Cagiva rider John Kocinski alongside, putting up a mercurial perfor- 
‘mance that included a highside crash during the first session, several on-track clashes 
with Schwantz that came close to having both off the track, and a handful of really fast 
laps, the last of which put him on the front row. He looked good on the bike through- 
out, riding aggressively and with flair, though he admitted: "I've been out of 500s too 
long really to think about the podium.” — 

His last-minute flyer pushed Rainey's teammate Luca Cadalora to the far end of the 
front row by a hundredth of a second, the British GP winner's second top-four qualify- 
ing position of his first 500 year, and all due (he averred) to the improved front-wheel 
adhesion wrought by his team and by Rainey himself. “The front is much better than 
usual, but Wayne is one step higher than everyone else,” he insisted. 

Kocinski also pushed Schwantz onto the second row, which may have angered the 
Texan more than he admitted. Certainly a close personal rivalry between the two was 
clearly visible to all, with a number of near collisions out on the track, and a shouting 
match in pit lane at the end of the final session. “It wasn’t so much that he got in my 
way to spoil a lap, but on the cool-down lap after the checkered flag had come out (and 
before Schwantz: knew he'd been knocked down a place). He came across and banged 
into me on one corner, then did it again a bit later. I don’t think he could see me. It’s 
like he has tunnel vision. It’s dangerous. I stopped in pit lane and told him I would 
really appreciate it if he never did that again.” : 

This was all something of a sideshow as the erstwhile championship leader found 
his dream year starting to go wrong, leaving him struggling in practice in much the 
same way as Rainey had earlier as he chased elusive front-end bite. At least he did get 
going in the right direction in the final session, saying later: "We're not that far off and 
we have more things to try tomorrow;" though he also admitted that losing time on the 
first day had spoiled their usual practice schedule and left them with more things to 
test in race-morning warm-up. 

Row one was covered by almost three-quarters of a second; row two by four-tenths, 
with the pursuers packed up close. Schwantz was just over two-tenths clear of Shinich 
Itoh, seeing the circuit for the first time, and also overcoming problems on day one 
with his injected Honda. But he was an instant fan of the grand track with its sweeping 


running away ahead. But he had Kazuto 
Sakata with him, having switched to the 
same Dunlop tires that he diplomatical- 





bends and majestic hillside layout; enjoying himself enough to end up narrowly faster 
than his Rothmans Honda teammate Daryl Beattie, who was in turn two-tenths clear of 
a puzzled Alex Barros, on the second Lucky Strike Suzuki, the only one of the top 15 
not to improve his time on the second day as he cast about to solve his Suzuki’s adhe- 
sion problems. į 

He was not alone: Alex Criville was all at sea, leading row three but not only 1.2 sec- 
onds slower than Barros, but fully 2.4 seconds off Rainey's time, blaming insoluble 
front suspension patter for his below-par performance. 

Doug Chandler also had his reasons - placed 10th and three-tenths down. 
"Physically I'm okay; the problem is trying to get my confidence back," he said as he 
faced his first race since the European GP three rounds ago. 

He narrowly fended off Niall Mackenzie, perennially top privateer, with Michael 
Rudroff ultra-close to complete row three. John Reynolds led row four from Jose Kuhn, 
the Briton benefiting from a newly available front Dunlop; crasher Juan Lozez-Mella 
was next, with Irish youngster Jeremy McWilliams a strong 16th on the strength of a 
Friday time, another to fall off on Saturday. 

Freddie Spencer was back but stiff and far from fit, qualifying 20th on the wrong 
end of row five, and looking uncomfortable. "I can't use the rear brake properly," he 
said. 

As usual in the most vibrant class this year lap records were shattered during 250cc 
qualifying, and there were three different leaders in the four sessions. The other theme 
was that common one this late in the season - injuries and bandages and pain, with title 
leader Tetsuya Harada, returnee Doriano Romboni and close-to-home hero Helmut 
Brad] all riding injured. 

The important session was of course the last, and Loris Capirossi waited until the 
very closing minutes before putting his decisive charge together to claim his fifth pole 
of the season, two-tenths inside the time of his victor at the last race, Jean-Philippe 
Ruggia. 

S nat was absolutely as fast as I could go,” said the Italian Honda rider. “We still 
have a little front-end problem with chatter, but basically the bike is good." 

Ruggia had dominated the previous two sessions, but was thwarted in the final one 
by heavy traffic. Aprilia had the latest engine here, which was fast, but both Ruggia 
and teammate Reggiani decided to stick with the tried-and-tested old bike for the race. 
“I think I can win again, but first I must be sure of finishing,” said the Frenchman. 

Romboni was back for his first race since breaking his leg at Assen, riding with it in 
a special protective cast, and rather surprised to have led the first untimed session, 
eventually qualifying on the front row. "Of course it is painful, and this track is very 
tiring, with no chance to rest. But I will try for a top-three finish all the same," he said. 

Max Biaggi was the last man on the front row, and the first rider not on Dunlops. As 
all year, he complained about a lack of front grip from his Michelins. "The soft tire is 
good, but won't last race distance. But I am hopeful because I am on the front row at 
least," he said. 

Loris Reggiani was pushed to lead row two in the closing minutes, after he had 
waited in vain for a clear track to try and set a fast one. "There was too much traffic, 
but the bike is going well," he said. 

He had Alberto Puig alongside, the Spanish Honda man continuing his stunning 
return to form after his dreadful start to the year. "It is me that is better - we have not 
done anything to the bike," he said. 

Then came Bradl, who broke his right collarbone testing here two weeks before, and 
sat out the Saturday morning to rest the injury. "When it is strapped it is not so painful. 
I have to hope for a good start, some good luck and the support of my fans," he said. 

P.F. Chili completed row two; top Yamaha, with Luis d'Antin's NSR Honda head- 
ing row three from Haruchika Aoki's similar bike, and the Yamahas of Harada and 
Jochen Schmid. Harada's case was most interesting to his rivals. Although his team 
had made light of his injuries after his Donington crash, his cracked shoulder blade 
was giving him enough trouble that he was forced to rest up during both timed prac- 
tice sessions. His race performance was certainly in doubt, and his title lead looking 
under severe threat. 





ly said "suit my style better than the 
Bridgestones." 

The battle between the privateer 
Honda riders was fascinating, but 
seemed weighted in favor of Raudies, 
who was only overtaken once, and 
immediately repassed, saying later: 
“Kazuto was fast when he was follow- 
ing, not so fast when he was in front." 

So it came to the final lap, with 
Sakata diving inside at the start of it, 
only to run wide onto the grass three 
corners later. It seemed Raudies had it 
won, but the Japanese rider was in a 
desperate mood, and forced back inside 
under braking towards the end of the 
lap. 

They were side by side as they ran 
up the hill into the final fast left-right 
combination, and there they collided 
quite violently. A big wobble from each 
saw Sakata emerge slightly in front and 
in just the right position to control the 
last bend; and try as he might Raudies 
just couldn't quite muster the power to 

. do more than pull almost alongside 
across the line. 

Two more Hondas were locked in 
combat almost 20 seconds back, with 
Ueda and Tsujimura also swapping 
back and forth on the final lap. Ueda 
survived one slide, but then had to slow 
briefly to avoid a collision in the last 
corner, and he too was beaten by less 
than a tenth of a second. 

By the finish the pursuers were 
almost another 12 seconds behind, with 
Stefan Prein (Honda) losing the group 
with a big slide on the last lap. This left 
Akira Saito to claim fifth on yet another 
Honda, with Carlos Giro's works 
Aprilia close behind in sixth, Peter 
Oettl's similar bike seventh, practice 
faller Jorge Martinez (Honda) eighth, 
and Oliver Petrucciani's Aprilia ninth, 
with Prein recovering to take 10th. 

There were 26 finishers. Ralf 

Waldmann crashed on the first lap, 
Harajuki Aoki had a spectacular high- 
side two laps later, with Bruno 
Casanova also crashing with two laps to 
go. 
Sakata took the fastest lap, and 
closed to within 12 points of Raudies to 
ensure tension for the closing races of 
the title battle. Raudies has 222 points 
and Sakata 210. Tsujimura is third on 
134, with Waldmann hanging on to 
fourth on 108 from Saito on 107, and 
Ueda on 106.

Fogarty hot in Malaysia

PASIR GUDANG, MALAYSIA, AUG. 22 

here was definitely no stopping 
T Carl Fogarty in his charge to what 

might become his first “real” World 
Championship title. The 27-year-old 
British rider, who earned gold medals in 
TT Formula 1 (1988 and '89) and 
Endurance ('92) scored his seventh vic- 
tory of the World Superbike season in 
front of a small crowd in tropical condi- 
tions at the Johor Circuit to take another 
step toward possibly becoming a wor- 
thy successor to Doug Polen. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Scott Russell, 
who is still leading the Victors World 
Superbike point standings but now by 
only five points over Fogarty, was sec- 
ond in both legs in Malaysia. Fabrizio 
Pirovano rode the Belgarda Yamaha 
Racing Division (BYRD) Yamaha to a 
pair of third place finishes. Giancarlo 
Falappa, until recently the main title 
chaser, undermined his own chances by 
crashing his Ducati twice. Russell leads 
Fogarty 231.5 to 226.5, and Falappa is 
third with 178. 

- Statistics might give a wrong impres- 
sion of the Malaysian meeting. Even 
though Fogarty registered his third pole 
position in a row, won both races and 
narrowed the point gap, the Ducati rider 
had to run for his money as he admitted 
after the second leg. "This is one of the 





hardest races I have ever run," Fogarty 
said. "Up until now, I have been able to 
play it really cool, riding very hard dur- 
ing the first few laps and then settling 
down as soon as my advantage reached 
five or six seconds. But this afternoon 
Scott really put me under pressure. But 
this was a fine lesson: now I realize that 
I can also withstand some hefty resis- 
tance in difficult conditions." . 

And difficult it was indeed, with 
temperatures of up to 100 degrees and a 
rather bumpy track, the riders were in 
for a wild ride around the Johor Circuit 
which is located some 45 miles from 
Singapore. 

Russell might have been beaten again 
by his British rival, but somehow he did 
not worry as much as he has in the past. 
Unlike the Swedish round, which fol- 
lowed a turbulent personal week in the 
States, the lanky Georgian was more 
relaxed at Johor. Had he perhaps 
resigned himself to the fact that he does 
not stand a chance against the lighter 
and faster accelerating Ducatis, or did 
he have some surprise in store for every- 
one in subsequent rounds? 

"Kawasaki has something in store for 
us at Sugo," Russell said. "We still don't 
know what this new engine will be, but 
it is good to know that the guys in Japan 





have been working on the bike. I realize 
that the Ducatis are still very hard to 
beat, but you can be sure I'll keep trying 
to do just that until the very last race in 
Mexico." 

Although he might be awaiting a 
new engine, a relaxed - confident? - 
Russell broke the Johor lap record dur- 
ing the second race, topping the mark 
set by Fogarty in the opening leg. 

The overseas rounds of the series 
resemble economy runs. Because of the 
expensive air freight rates, most teams 
think twice about what they will take 
with them to such races and what 
should be left at home. This was even 
more apparent this year in Malaysia, 
with the factory Ducati teams transport- 
ing only about half of what they took 
with them last year. Some privateers 
were hoping to get through the 
Malaysian race and the following week- 
end's round in Japan with one complete 
bike and a spare engine. Twenty-three 
teams showed up for practice, 16 of 
them regular competitors in the series. 
The top 15 in the point standings 
received financial support from the 
Flammini Group (the air freighting of 
1540 pounds of equipment and four 
roundtrip plane tickets for each rider). 

Fogarty was the fast qualifier, in fact 





he was the fastest in both morning and 
afternoon sessions on Saturday. He 
turned in his pole position lap - one 
minute, 29.83 seconds - in the day's last 
session with the same engine he had 
used in Sweden. He also tried a fresh 
(big) engine installed in a chassis that 
did not work as well as the older bike he 
set fast time on. 

Fogarty, who still refuses to use the 
16.5-inch front tires from Michelin (like 
Grottini Ducati's Stephane Mertens and 
Pirovanvo but unlike Falappa), was con- 
fident of being able to do consistent 1:31 
laps on race day aboard his Team Roche 
Ducati. 

Russell was second fastest qualifier, 
some five-tenths of a second down. “I 
get used to it," said Russell about 
Fogarty being faster. "I just hope that 
the bike is running a bit better than at 
Anderstorp. In Sweden we noticed that 
we had lost our edge over the Ducatis in 
top speed. Fortunately, that isn't so 
important on this twisty circuit." 

Falappa was third fastest, three- 
tenths down on Russell, after a quite 
eventful practice day. The Italian had 
suffered from suspension problems, and 
then with some electrical and valve 
trouble. 

For Aaron Slight, things were even 
worse. During the first practice session, 
the Kiwi lost a lot of time, first due to an 
oil leak, and then due to a leak in the 
Kawasaki's water radiator. He still man- 
aged to qualify fourth fastest with a 
1:30.99 time. Kawasaki-mounted 
Piergiorgio Bontempi completed the 
front row, earning the starting slot with 
a 1:3127 lap. : 

Row two was occupied by Mertens, 
Pirovano, Mauro Lucchiari and Rob 
Phillis. Aussie Phillis was making a one- 
shot appearance in World Superbike. 








He's still suffering from the conse- 
quences of a heavy crash he was 
involved in three months prior to the 
Malaysian meeting. He was aboard a 
Kawasaki that was not quite as fast as 
its Muzzy sisters that were ridden by 
Russell and Slight, even though Phillis’ 
bike had the special Ohlins front fork 
that is usually reserved for the official 
Yamaha and Kawasaki team riders. 
Californian Fred Merkel rode his 
Ducati to 11th starting slot. "I am going 
as fast as the bike wants to," Merkel 
said, “but it is a little bit short on accel- 
eration and top speed compared to the 
works bikes." Merkel now has almost all 
the parts needed to build a bigger 
engine, but he is still waiting for pistons. 


Race One 


During the warm-up lap for the first 
25-lap race, Falappa suffered an electri- 
cal problem that was quickly diagnosed 
as being caused by a defective plug lead. 
That was replaced and Falappa jumped 
into the lead at the start, ahead of team- 
mate Fogarty, Mertens, Russell and the 
rest of the field. 

After a few laps, Fogarty had taken 
the lead from Falappa and Russell had 
gone in front of Mertens. After seven 
laps, Terry Rymer retired, hardly a 
minute later followed by his Dutch 
teammate Jeffry DeVries. 

For Rymer, the long series of techni- 
cal mishaps just doesn't end. "After a 
few laps, I felt the right handlebar crack 
under braking. Finally it broke off and I 
had to retire. I do not believe what is 
happening the last couple of meetings. 
From now on, the question is not any- 
more where I will finish, but what will 
break next." 

DeVries shared in his teammate's 
misfortunes: "Apparently, this bad luck 
is contagious. In my bike, the crankshaft 
broke, which will force my mechanics to 
put a brand new engine in the chassis. 
This is a double problem, as the engine 
has not been run in yet; we have not had 
the time to do that because of the very 
tight schedule we were on after the race 
at Anderstorp.” 

In the meantime, Fogarty had broken 
away from his rivals and had already put 
the Ducati on cruise control, followed at 
a distance by Falappa and Russell and 
then another duo consisting of Pirovano 
and Slight. Mertens, Blontempi and 
Marco Lucchiari weree fighting for sixth, 
and Merkel, Christer Lindholm and 
Phillis could not agree as to who was 
going to get seven points for ninth spot. 

With eight laps to go, Phillis pulled 
out of the race. “I had a bad start, and 
later on the exhaust pipe broke,” Phillis 
said. “Still, I was a bit disappointed at 
not getting near to the top five more eas- 
ily. I lost some time behind Lindholm, 
but then had to give it all up when a 
valve cracked.” 

Up front, in an attempt to stay in 
touch with Russell, Falappa got it all 
wrong, losing the front end of his Ducati 
and injuring his leg in the subsequent 
crash. “I still don’t know what hap- 
pened,” admitted the Italian. “Perhaps I 
was not concentrating enough. Last 
night, I had not been able to sleep, and I 
had taken some sleeping pills. But 
apparently these only started to work 
when the flag dropped...” 

With Falappa out, the top two finish- 
ing positions were set, but there was less 
certainty about the third rostrum place. 
Slight had long been the logical favorite, 
until his tires started to lose grip in the 
last couple of laps. “I am very disap- 
pointed about this race, because now I 
have lost more precious points in the 
World Championship,” said Slight after 
finishing fourth behind Pirovano. 

Fogarty crossed the finish line the 
winner with a 3.46 second lead over 

















































































































Russell, with Pirovano over 12 seconds 
behind the American. 

Fogarty was, of course, quite happy 
with his sixth victory of the year. “I had 
a pretty good start, and I followed 
Giancarlo during a few laps, looking 
where I could get in front. I drafted past 
him, but after seven laps the bike started 
to slide already, because of a wrongly 
set-up suspension. Still, the race went 
well. My only concern was when 
Giancarlo crashed. He could have kept 
another two points from Scott.” 


Race Two 


A badly bruised leg didn’t prevent 
Falappa from taking the lead again at 
the start of the second leg, followed by 
Russell, Fogarty, Bontempi and the rest. 
A few laps later, the top three in the 
point standings and in the race had 
already a small lead over their col- 
leagues, while Slight was struggling 
with a lost knee pad, which did not help 
him in the numerous corners of the 
Jorhor track. 

Unlike in the first leg, though, 
Fogarty did not manage to get away 
from Russell, despite the clear advan- 
tage his Ducati offered him coming out 
of the corners. Russell used every inch 
of asphalt, and even more, never look- 
ing however to be out of control. That 
could not be said of Falappa, who 
looked set this time to score an easy 
third place, having a 12 second lead 
over the charging fivesome of Bontempi, 
Pirovano, Slight, Mertens and Phillis. 
Unfortunately, the Italian got it all very 
wrong around halfway, crashing his sec- 
ond bike of the weekend, again not 
knowing what exactly went wrong. 
Falappa was using - for the first time 
since the Misano race - a conventional 
shifting system instead of the thumb- 
controlled alternative. 

Fred Merkel also retired after his 
engine went off song after a couple of 
laps. 

At the checkered flag, it was Fogarty 
notching up his seventh victory of the 
year and looking set to overtake Russell 
in the point standings. 

Russell came home second after hav- 
ing given up the fight only three laps 
before the end. “My overall race time 
would have been enough for victory in 
the first heat,” Russell said. “I rode the 
first race in a very aggressive style, 
which made me slide several times. I 
made, however, one mistake: I went too 
wide in the left-hander before the finish

line. I got into the grass, but fortunately 
I managed to stay on board. I couldn’t 
ride the bike any harder.” 

Pirovano, always very strong in 
Malaysia, got his second rostrum place 
of the weekend after having used for the 
first time this season a semi-automatic 
shifting system which has been devel- 
oped in the United States. Pirovano 
crossed the finish line only a fraction of 
a second in front of Bontempi, Mertens 
and Slight, Phillis having lost ground in 
the last couple of laps. 

"| am still not in shape after my acci- 
dent," Pirovano said. “Three weeks after 
the crash I entered a National race, but 
you can not really call that an efficient 
practice for this work. And moreover, I 
am a bit too old for this." 

Pirovano's teammate Slight had 
another disappointing result, losing two 
places during the final lap and finishing 
sixth. Fifth place finisher Mertens, on 
the other hand, is slowly getting back 
into the groove after having run into 
traction problems at the beginning of 
the season. - €N

The heirs apparent

of our look at the machines that are 

contesting the World Championship 
Superbike Series, concentrating on the 
defending champion Ducati marque. In 
this final installment, we'll take a look at 
the challengers - Kawasaki, Yamaha, 
Honda and Suzuki. 


Kawasaki: This could be the year 


L ast week we presented the first part 


Kawasaki completely overhauled 
their World Championship Superbike 
Series effort for 1993, combining the 
Australian-run team that has represent- 
ed the Green Meanies at the world level 
for the past three seasons with Rob 
Muzzy's U.S.-based team that ran part 
of the World Championship in 1992. 
Though Muzzy ended up in overall con- 
trol of the operation, he has Team 
Kawasaki Australia chief Peter Doyle as 
team manager and one rider from each 
of the old teams in the new one, so it's a 
true joint effort that enables Kawasaki to 
focus more clearly on their main objec- 
tive - winning the series title before 
Honda comes along with their fuel- 
injected bike and raises the technologi- 
cal (and budgetary) stakes in a big way. 
The results so far have confirmed the 
wisdom of this move, with Scott Russell 
heading the points table after the first 
six rounds/12 races, on a bike that has 
clearly now got the measure of the 
Ducatis. 

With Kawasaki's admirable policy of 
passing on the benefits of their factory 
race program to their customers one 
year down the line, the '93 works racers 
aren't a lot different to the best of the 
kitted bikes - witness the excellent per- 
formances of Adrien Morillas on the 
French Kawasaki, though to be fair this 
is halfway to being a works entry, using 
parts sourced from the World 
Endurance title-winning team, and 
Piergiorgio Bontempi on the Italian one, 
which definitely isn’t. 

“All the ‘93 bikes benefit from the 
three main differences over the 1992 
models,” affirms Rob Muzzy. “These are 
a stiffer chassis, with an increased wall 
thickness on the main frame spars; a 
stiffer swingarm, with a cast section 
around the pivot area; and a ram air sys- 
tem through the chassis. Otherwise, the 
bikes are the same as last year’s, only of 
course with 12 months’ development 
under their wheels.” 

Kawasaki Australia ran an adjustable 
swingarm pivot on the Rob Phillis bike 
last season, which has now been adopt- 
ed on both Muzzy team machines this 
year, though Doyle says they usually 
end up coming back to the “normal” 
position. After their problem in devel- 
oping a suitable rear suspension link 
two years ago, Kawasaki now has a 
range of different links offering different 
ratios for different circuits and different 
riding styles - presumably making the 
reduction in untimed practice sessions a 
little problematical. 

Though the head angle is fixed at 
24.5 degrees, the team uses different off- 
sets for each track, too, and are one of 
the two teams (with BYRD) to be 
equipped with the new, gold, larger- 
diameter Ohlins forks, with 46mm 








stanchions, 53.5mm upper tubes and 
55mm lower clamps giving a much 
stiffer structure than the smaller 42mm 
forks still used by the rest of the super- 
bike paddock - well all except the 
Rymer/de Vries Yamahas on White 
Powers, Morillas on Kayabas, and the 
Rumi Honda on Sohwas. These new 
Ohlins are based on the 1992 500cc GP 
fork, only a fraction longer, says Ohlins 
technician Anders Andersson, and owe 
the gold color of their stanchions to a 
Swedish coating called TINOL, based on 
titanium oxide, which acts as a very 
hard protection against rock marks and 
other accidental damage, as well as 
wear. 

"The main aim in developing the big- 
ger forks was to reduce friction under 
side loads, as well as under braking," 
says Andersson. "These are heavy bikes 
and with the latest sticky tires, the best 
riders are braking a long way into a turn 
on the angle, and that puts a big twist- 
ing load on the forks. Also, most of the 
works bikes are using carbon brakes, 
and that puts an equally increased load 
on the forks in a straight line. The bigger 
forks are much stiffer, and though the 
TINOL coating is very expensive, fric- 
tion is reduced 30% compared to before, 
plus the forks last a lot longer without 
noticeable wear. Internal construction 
and the various adjustments are all pret- 
ty much the same as on the smaller 
forks, and the weight is about the same 
too, in spite of the increased diameter - 
the axle clamp and lower tube is quite a 
bit lighter on the 46mm fork, and some 
parts are alloy rather than steel, so with 
the shorter springs they use, it all evens 
out. Only the bigger forks are a lot more 
expensive to make, mainly because of 





the TINOL - that's why they're gold- 
plated." 

The Muzzy Kawasaki team use 
Kosman triple clamps for the goldbrick 
forks, and run 310mm carbon brakes on 
both bikes, which are fitted with 
shrouds to maintain operating heat 
everywhere, not only on fast circuits like 
Hockenheim. The rain on the warming 
up lap at Brands showed how quickly 
the team can trade wheels: the 320mm 
steel discs they use in the rain are close 
enough in diameter to the black brakes 


for them not to have to move the brake 


calipers, only change the wheels and, of 
course, pads. The discs are gripped by 
the latest version of the six-piston Nissin 
calipers introduced by Kawasaki 
Australia three seasons ago, and now 
also used by the French Suzuki team. 
These have three differentially sized pis- 
tons in each side, and have dramatically 
increased the braking potential of the 
green bikes, in conjunction with the car- 
bon discs, says Aaron Slight - as well as 
curing forever the problems with 
warped discs the team ran into two 
years ago before they switched to 
Brembo brakes. 

“I can live with the Ducatis on the 
brakes, now," says Slight. "Whereas 
before there just wasn't enough bite to 
make up for their 25 kg. (55 pounds) 
weight advantage. Now they've had to 
put a bit of weight on, and we've got 
these terrific brakes, we're right there. 
It's definitely evened up - but they still 
get the jump on you out of turns with 
their reduced weight." 

The engines in the Muzzy bikes are 
based in the 1993 kit motor (which is to 
say, the '92 works engine), with forged 
13.5:1 pistons, 2.5mm longer rods than 








stock, standard size racing valves and 
springs, and a stock crankshaft which 
the riders prefer to the lighter crank the 
team has experimented with. Muzzy has 
reworked the cylinder head, though, 
and uses two types of camshafts, one he 
developed himself and the other from 
the factory, with of course the 39mm 
Keihin flatslides that put the 71 x 47.3cc 
engine on the pace when they were 
introduced two years ago. 

Muzzy says the engines are essential- 
ly unchanged from last season: "The 
only thing that's really new, I can't tell 
you about, but it's just one thing, no 
more." - and deliver 2 bhp more than in 
1992, making for 160 bhp at the crank on 
the factory dyno, or 147 bhp at the gear- 
box at 13,800 rpm in the bike. Yes - but 
which engine? Combining the two 
Kawasaki teams meant a pooling of 
technology, too, and this was perhaps 
evidenced by the relative performance 
of Russell's bike in the two races at 
Hockenheim. After he qualified on pole, 
the team fitted a different spec engine 
for the first race which simply wasn't 
fast enough to stay in contention with 
the leading group. Having refitted his 
qualifying motor for the second leg, he 
took flag-to-flag victory without ever 
being seriously challenged. Last season 
Muzzy worked very much on a separate 
development track to the Australian 
team and the factory, with 5-6 bhp 
power advantage at the very top end, 
and better pickup from 9500 rpm 
upwards. It would be interesting to 
know what difference there was 
between the two German race engines 
Russell used. 

The new Kawasaki chassis has the 
duct for the sealed airbox breathing 











through the left frame spar as on the 
works F-1 racers, leading the team to 
pressurize the airbox differently than 
before, but just as effectively. 

The gearbox problems of last season 
have been resolved on the kit bikes as 
well as the Muzzy machines by transfer- 
ring much of the technology from the F- 
1/Endurance racers, with bigger shafts 
and redesigned gears and selectors, and 
now there are no problems. However, 
the wide choice of ratios from before has 
been reduced, so now there are "only" 
three different ratios per gear in the six- 
speed gearbox, except for third where 
there's only one choice. But the change 
action is much improved, say the riders. 
Still no sign of a dry clutch on the 
Kawasakis, though - and no need, says 
Muzzy. 

“First of all, it depends on the degree 
of wetness as to how much advantage 
you might gain from having one," he 
says. "But I also remember when I 
worked for Honda 10 years ago, I was 
always asking them for a dry clutch, till 
eventually they gave me one, even 
though they said it would make no dif- 
ference. Darned if I didn't put it on the 
dyno and find they were completely 
right - no power difference at all: was 
my face red! Same thing about large 
carbs: people say we must get a lot more 
power from the 41mm Keihin CRs we 
can run in America, compared to the 
39mm ones we run here, but there's 
honestly no difference in absolute 
power - only we use the big carbs at 
some tracks in the USA to get a softer 
midrange and less wheelspin compared 
to the smaller ones. Once you get the 
minimum optimum carb size for the 
engine, and especially the right type of 
carburetor, the rest doesn't matter a 
whole lot." 

The stiffer, heavier chassis and 
swingarm - only braced on Slight's bike, 
be it noted - mean that Kawasaki no 
longer need to fit a non-functioning 
starter motor and generator to beat the 
weight limit, with the bikes scaling 367 
pounds without the benefit of any titani- 
um or magnesium, or any carbon (fiber) 
apart from the brakes and shrouds. 
Getting down to the new 352-pound 
limit next season shouldn't be at all dif- 
ficult, though - but Kawasaki hope the 
reliability and speed of their bikes 
(Slight was the only works rider to score 
in every one of the first six races) will be 
good enough to make them World 
Champions this season, without having 
to wait for another little edge from the 
rulemakers. This could indeed be their 
year. 


Yamaha: New kid on the block 


The arrival of the new YZF750 has 
boosted Yamaha's chances of success in 
World Superbike racing, but as with any 
new model, it's taking a while for the 
teams to complete their learning curve 
in setting the bike up ideally, not helped 
by the fact that both the BYRD and 
Pepsi-Galp teams, who are Yamaha's 
main contenders for honors, got their 
bikes only a couple of weeks before the 
first round at Brands Hatch, and have 
been playing catch-up ever since. Still, 
Fabrizio Pirovano especially, as well as 
a Rymer riding injured for most of the 
first part of the season, have impressed 
with their early showings on the YZF, 
which is evidently a step up from the 
old OW01 - thanks to a number of 
changes learned from racing the older 
model. 

Main improvements on the 72 x 
46mm 20-valve engine are the arrival of 
flat-slide carbs - the same 39mm Keihins 
that Kawasaki uses, and a break with 
tradition for a company previously 
wedded to Mikuni - and an all-new 
cylinder head, with different inlet port-

ing to take advantage of the new carbs, 
plus a different design of combustion 
chamber, with a slightly wider valve 
angle. BYRD's engine wizard Beppe 
Russo has done some extra work on the 
head himself, but says that the combina- 
tion of kit and factory parts he has to 
work with are excellent - he has no need 
to source any parts in Italy. 

"Basically, Yamaha have done every- 
thing I could have asked for in revamp- 
ing the engine," says Beppe. "And it's 
already very powerful, even at this early 
stage in development. The only real 
problem we've encountered is learning 
how to set the carburetion up properly, 
which is just a matter of testing and get- 
ting used to the different settings com- 
pared to the CV carbs we used before. 
On the chassis side, we've had a lot of 
problems with the rear suspension, but 
now Yamaha has delivered a new rear 
link, I think we've cured that. But the 
bike is very fast: Fabrizio says he hasn't 
yet been passed by another bike in a 
straight line." 

That claim is born out by trap times 
(see Honda chapter), making the BYRD 
Yamaha a real contender right off the 
blocks. Russo says the engines in the 
BYRD bikes are fitted with the limited- 
availability ‘A’ kit parts, comprising of 
special camshafts, a lighter crank, a 
close-ratio gearbox (with a choice of 
alternative ratios to come later), a dry 
clutch, sourced from the factory's 
Suzuka 8-hour program - complete with 
blanked-off oil filler - a carbon fiber air- 
box, special valves the same size as 
stock, a works exhaust without any 
EXUP fitted, two even thicker water 
radiators than last year, and a special 
ignition with rev limiter set at 14,100 
rpm - but still non-programmable, in 
spite of Russo's pleas to the factory for a 
digital unit with at least a choice of 
curves, or one he can reprogram. 

The result is an engine that delivers 
exactly 150 bhp at the gearbox on the 
BYRD dyno, at 13,800 rpm, yet which 
Pirovano says gives good midrange and 
is easier to ride than last year's OWO1 - 
but only once the carburation is dialled 
in, something that takes longer with the 
flatslides than with the old CVs. 

“We have the same top speed as the 
Muzzy Kawasakis," he says. "But they 
can pull two or three lengths on us in 
midrange. Mertens tried to pull out and 
pass me on his Ducati down the long 
straight at Hockenheim, but couldn't - 





he had to get back in my draft. The 
Ducatis only have the edge on braking 
and acceleration out of turns, because of 
their light weight. Now we've caught 
them up on engine performance." 

The Yamaha has a nasty habit the 
teams are working to cure, though, 
which is that when it hits the rev limiter, 
the ignition cuts out completely, rather 
than switching to intermittent firing of 
the cylinders as is more usual nowa- 
days. If the rider is hard on the gas - 
why else would he hit the redline - this 
allows mixture to build up in the inlet 
tract which suddenly denonates when 
the ignition cuts in again. The loud bang 
this causes could be heard echoing 
round the stadium at Hockenheim, and 
the explosion is strong enough to have 
blown the exhaust headers off the 
engine on Merkel's bike at Brands! 
Luckless Fred had the same thing hap- 
pen to him again at Hockenheim, which 
is what caused him to crash in the first 
heat, when the engine exploded into life 
coming out of the first turn and 
unhooked the back wheel. A new rev 
limiter program is a necessity, says 
Russo. Bet the riders agree. 

The YZF chassis is completely new 
compared to the older OW01, with the 
engine rotated backwards five degrees 
in the chassis to enable the wheelbase to 
be shortened, just as Ducati are doing 
with the V-twin desmo on the forthcom- 
ing 916. The result is a shorter, smaller 
bike that has more weight on the back 
wheel compared to the OW, a feature 
that is further promoted on the BYRD 
machines by the factory swingarm that 
is 30mm shorter than standard. Ohlins 
suspension is fitted to the BYRD bikes 
(the forks the new 46mm golden good- 
ies), but a lot of work has been needed 
on the rear suspension to get the bike 
handling remotely well. 

All YZF owners have been complain- 
ing of the same thing - a standard rear 
link that gives progressive suspension 
response over the first half of its curve, 
then freezes up: if you're unfortunate 
enough to hit a bump at this point, it 
goes right through to the bump stop and 
bottoms out, with imaginable result. 

"Considering that Kawasaki had 
exactly the same problem two years ago 
with the ZXR, you'd think Yamaha 
wouldn't have made the same mistake," 
says one YZF rider who better remain 
anonymous if he wants any more help 
from the factory. "It makes you wonder 





what on earth the Japanese test riders do 
with the bikes before they sign them off 
as fit for production - a novice could 
have told you the bike didn't handle 
with the stock link." 

Harsh words, maybe - but a fair 
point: lightning can strike twice - well, 
in adjacent fields! 

But that apart, the new YZF is right 
on the pace almost straight out of the 
box, at this very early stage in its devel- 
opment cycle. The bike is very light, 
scaling right on the 363-pound weight 
limit even with a 6.6-pound alternator 
and 4.4-pound starter motor fitted as 
ballast - Yamaha will find it easy to meet 
the new 352-pound weight limit next 
season, even fitted with Pirovano's 
trademark seat pad, which helps push 
his slight weight further forward to load 
up the front end, yet weighs a cool four 
pounds. 

The BYRD team run Brembo's new 
290mm carbon discs, shrouded for fast 
tracks like in Germany, while the 
Italian-entered bikes are now fitted with 
a new and very capable telemetry pack- 
age developed in conjunction with an 
Italian computer company, which has 16 
potential channels of data recording, of 
which at present they're using only 
eight. 

"The diagnostic system has really 
helped us in developing the new bike in 
the short time available," says Beppe 
Russo. "And the fact we've become as 
competitive as we have with it so fast is 
partly thanks to having it. But there are 
many other areas we plan to monitor in 
the future, to take full advantage of its 
capacity." 

Yamaha has taken an important step 
forward with the debut of the YZF, 
though rumors continue to circulate that 
there's a fuel-injected version waiting in 
the wings for next season, to meet the 
challenge from Honda, that will super- 
sede the present carburetor bike..Maybe, 
but before that turns a wheel in public, 
Yamaha may have made it to victory 
lane with the present YZF. 


Honda: Still waiting and hoping 


With the RC45's arrival postponed 
until next season, Honda's sole repre- 
sentative in World Superbike, Oscar 
Rumi's team, must have had a big temp- 
tation to sit the season out, and use the 
convenient fact that the Honda CBR600 
single-marque class known as the 
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TECH 1993 World Championship Superbikes: Part two

in the Superbike class by 
fitting the bike with their 
quirky 38mm Mikuni 
Slingshot carbs (with no 
homologated flatslides), 
and declined to get 
involved on an official 
basis with world-class 
superbike racing. And in 
spite of displaying a full- 
race version alongside 
the roadster W-model at 
the European launch - 
thereby creating expecta- 
tions that have so far 
been unfulfilled, Suzuki 
has released no race kit 
for the bike, nor any- 
thing approaching the 
RR version of the old oil- 
pumper GSXR. 

To show what might 
be possible, Suzuki's 


longtime French 
endurance specialist 
Dominique Meliand 


entered Herve Moineau 
in a couple of World 
Superbike races last year, 





son - but at present, we are not com- 
petitive, yet we have a bike that is cer- 
tainly capable of challenging for a ros- 
trum place with some committed input 
from all sides." 

The 70 x 48.7 mm watercooled engine 
thus contains a mixture of both Japanese 
and European tuning parts: the 13:1 
forged pistons are Euro-sourced, for 
example, whereas the special rods, 
camshafts and ignition come from the 
factory. Oversized valves are fitted, with 
of course the stock Slingshot carbs and a 
carbon fiber airbox behind the cylinders 
made by Suzuki France. The cylinder 
head has been flowed and reworked, 
with special valve springs, and a factory 
exhaust. A works close-ratio gearbox is 
mated to a dry clutch off one of 
Meliand's successful endurance racers, 
complete with filler plug for topping up 
the oil level in a 24-hour race. Meliand 
says the engine delivers 145 bhp at the 
gearbox, at 13,300 rpm perhaps reflect- 
ing the fact that the Suzuki engine has a 
longer stroke than either the Kawasaki 
or YZF Yamaha. 

The distinctive Suzuki chassis on the 
beautifully-prepared 365-pound bike 





run concurrently at all the European 
Superbike rounds to keep in touch with 
the superbike scene - just as Honda's 
European four-stroke tuning guru, 
Belgian Jean D’Hollander is doing! - 
before their big comeback in 1994. 

The fact that they chose not to do so 
is probably more connected with keep- 
ing a foot in the corridors of superbike 
racing power than any technical reason, 
but for whatever objective Rumi is run- 
ning American rookie Tripp Nobles on 
the ultimate development of the RC30, 
essentially unchanged from last season, 
and thanks to the Georgian's gritty rid- 
ing, getting some decent results in doing 
so. 
The bike is completely different from 
the Camel Hondas running in AMA 
Superbike racing, whose much more lib- 
eral rules have allowed Honda to run 
bikes that are more RVF than RC, and 
still delivers 147 bhp at the crank, at 
14,300 rpm, from the 70 x 48.6 mm 
engine, which is fitted with the twin- 
pipe exhaust system introduced last sea- 
son to improve midrange performance 
in an effort to counter the six-year-old 
RC30's biggest handicap against more 
recent competition - its lack of accelera- 
tion. 

Nobles showed at Hockenheim that 
the Honda still has reasonable straight 
line speed compared to all but the 
works competition, though at 156 mph 
on the BYRD speed gun, he had the 
same top speed as Moineau's Suzuki but 
a huge gap to Garriga's Ducati (166 
mph), Pirovano's Yamaha (165 mph) 
and Slight's Kawasaki (164 mph), the 
three fastest bikes in a sample taken just 
before the braking point for the entry to 
the stadium, so not the fastest part of the 
track, perhaps. > 

Fogarty's 888 (not 927cc) Ducati was 
timed at 178 mph en route to victory in 
the North West 200 in Ireland a week 
later, and a German magazine had him 
at 179 mph at Hockenheim, ahead of 
Garriga (177), Andy Hofmann's and 
Scott Russell's Kawasakis (176), 
Pirovano and Slight (176) and Nobles 
(168). Shows how much development 
has taken place since the advent of the 
RC30... 

Rumi crew chief Merlyn Plumlee has 
been experimenting with airflow to the 
38mm Keihin CV carbs that are the main 
reason the Honda’s no longer on the 
pace, with two small diameter hoses (as 
big as there’s room for) leading from the 
nose of the fairing to a fully sealed air- 
box, with airflow around the radiators 





eliminated by shroud- 
ing. The result has been 
cleaner carburation, but 
also a dramatic decrease 
in engine temperature - 
oil temperature is run- 
ning 20 degrees cooler 
than before, says 
Plumlee, meaning the 
team has dispensed 
with an oil cooler and is 
running smaller water 
radiators than last year - 
a remarkable fact, given 
that overheating was 
always a problem with 


the V-four Honda 
engine throughout its 
life cycle. 


Another experiment 
that may yield useful 
benefits when the RC45 
comes along is the pair 
of swingarms the Rumi 
team have been trying 
out this season, the lat- 
est one a factory special 
with heavy bracing over 
the top of the upper 
chain run, to create a 
tunnel giving extra stiffness. With the 
rumored 160 bhp-plus the RC45 is 
reputed to be delivering, this will surely 
be needed, but otherwise the Rumi 
RC30 is unchanged from last season, fit- 
ted with Showa suspension and scaling 
right on the 363-pound weight limit. Its 
place is already reserved in the Rumi 
private museum, but meantime Oscar 
has more pressing concerns - like inter- 
viewing the line of riders, some of them 
with existing factory teams, suddenly 
interested in presenting their resumes to 
him with an eye on next season and the 
return of the Big H, big time. The super- 
bike paddock is waiting, but Rumi and 
Jean D’Hollander are hoping, too. 


Suzuki: Are you in or out? 

The Suzuki factory's lack of commit- 
ment to four-stroke racing at the highest 
level is one of the superbike class’ great 
mysteries. After launching the water- 
cooled GSXR750W at the end of 1991 
with an on-the-record admission that 
they were switching from their trade- 
mark oil-cooled engine because “the 
amount of heat generated in today’s 
motorcycle racing with strings of high- 
pitched battles is simply enormous,” 
hence the need for watercooling. 

Suzuki then effectively prevented 
anyone from racing the bike successfully 





and was rewarded with two front-row 
grid positions by way of encourage- 
ment. This season, Suzuki actually won 
the first round of the Japanese F-1 series, 
but of course that class permits racing 
carbs as well as trick chassis. Still, cou- 
pled with the news that Meliand was 
planning to run Moineau in a full season 
of World Superbike racing, it seemed 
that Suzuki were finally going to make 
their mark on the four-stroke class, in 
the same way they’re finally reaping the 
rewards of years of endeavor in 500cc 
GP racing this season with Kevin 
Schwantz. 

Sadly, it hasn’t happened. Moineau 
on the only Suzuki in the field has 
been right off the pace, and usually 
battling to beat newcomer Tripp 
Nobles on the elderly, outpaced RC30 
Honda to avoid bringing up the rear in 
the roll-call of marques. Dominique 
Meliand can’t hide his frustration: 
“This effort is 100% French, organized, 
funded and developed by our team,” 
he says. "We've had some help from 
the factory in sourcing certain parts, 
but basically we're on our own, and I 
must say I had hoped for greater sup- 
port from Japan. Whether we manage 
to see out the season will depend: 
entirely on what backing they decide 
to give us in the second half of the sea-

has been braced up where feasible, and 
fitted with a works swingarm, 15mm 
longer than stock, to give a slightly 
rangy 1450mm wheelbase. 

In a major departure from estab- 
lished practice, Meliand has fitted 
Ohlins suspension (the front forks the 
smaller 42mm version) rather than 
Suzuki's traditional Kayaba suppliers' 
products, entirely because of the on- 
track paddock service the Swedish 
company provide at each round. The 
technician in charge of this is 
Andersson, for many years Suzuki's 
leading European four-stroke rider 
until he switched to Yamaha on which 
he brought his racing career to an end, 
and he has no doubts why the Suzuki 
isn't on the pace. 

"]t's the fault of the carbs," says 
Andersson. "They don't flow enough air 
andare the wrong design for racing - 
the Slingshot was developed to give 
smooth response for the street, not make 
power for the track. The engine has a lot 
of potential and Meliand has a good 
operation which can do well in super- 
bike racing, but perhaps the factory's 
resources are too stretched trying to win 
the 500cc title, so they haven't got any 
facilities to spare to make a serious 
effort in superbike. It's a pity." Amen to 
that. [^] 
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US. GP PREVIEW The latest news 


The dressing up of Laguna Seca 
Raceway was set to begin the week of 
August 23, the week after a historic car 
race was held at the facility. In the 
words of U.S. GP main man Bob 
Barnard: "People showing up will get a 
real shock - this place will look like it's 
never looked before." According to 
Barnard, pre-race ticket sales were 
strong. "Things are going very well," he 
said. "The town's full, the beds are full. 
They're starting to put people in Gilroy. 
We've got 60 strong booths for the trade 
show as well as the manufacturers. 
Everything is going really good. The 
town is really jazzed up about it." 


One of the more popular improvements 
should be the opening of access roads to 
and from the facility on Friday, 
September 10, rather than just on the 
weekend. "The roads through Fort Ord 
will be open on Friday," Bob Barnard 
said. "We're hoping to educate the peo- 
ple on how to get in and out on Friday 
rather than on the weekend. We used all 
the roads for the historic car race and 
15-20,000 people were gone in 40 min- 
utes. The roads have always been there, 
but they haven't always been used." 


There will not be a motorcycle short 
track race held in the Monterey area in 
conjunction with the Grand Prix, as pre- 
viously reported elsewhere. “We tried a 
long time ago, but we couldn't get the 
facility we wanted," former AMA 
Grand National Champion Bubba 
Shobert said. 


A stadium trials exhibition will be held 
at Laguna Seca during the Grand Prix 
weekend, on the inside of Turn 3. Six- 
time National Trials Champion Ryan 
Young will highlight a group of trials 
riders who will perform their tricks on 
man-made obstacles. "We're trying to 
show people that trials riding has 
changed from being something very 
subtle to something that's very aggres- 
sive," said Martin Belair, the organizer 
of the event. The exhibitions will be held 
between practice sessions and races. 


Some 50 top bicycle racers from north- 
ern California will compete in a four- 
mile, 8.85-mile bicycle race on the 
Laguna Seca race track on Sunday, 








September 12 at 11:15.p.m., immediately 
following the morning warmup sessions 
for the Grand Prix. Riders will compete 
in two classes, under 35 and over 35. 


Monterey's Doubletree Hotel will host 
a cocktail party on Thursday, September 
9, and will also offer a display of racing 
photography throughout the week. 


A luncheon and golf tournament will 
also be held the Thursday prior to the 
Grand Prix at the Carmel Valley Ranch 
Golf Club in Carmel Valley. The tour- 
nament is open for team members, 
media, race sponsors and corporate 
guests, but spectators can watch the pro- 
ceedings. 


A world-class stunt pilot is scheduled to 
display his talents on both Saturday and 
Sunday at the GP. The shows will be 
held at 12:45, 2:30 and 4:30 p.m. on 
Saturday and 11:30 a.m., 1:00 and 2:20 
p.m. on Sunday. 


Those on hand for the Grand Prix can 
also. check out the World of Outlaws 
sprint car races at the San Jose 
Fairgrounds Speedway on Friday and 
Saturday nights, September 10-11. 
Drivers such as 11-time National 
Champion Steve Kinser and four-time 
King of California Brent Kaeding will 
race on the 1/3-mile banked dirt oval. 
The gates open at 5 p.m. with racing 
scheduled to begin at 7 p.m. 


Twenty-eight modules of Airfence have 
been placed in six of Laguna Seca's 11 
turns to help prevent crashing riders 
from injury. The U.S. GP has purchased 
16 sections of the protective barrier with 
the AMA loaning an additional 12 sec- 
tions. The 26-foot by 4-foot air bags 
were developed in Australia and are 
designed to absorb the momentum of a 
fallen racer and his motorcycle. 


A new medical facility, equipped with 
highly sophisticated life-saving equip- 
ment, has been set up for the Grand 
Prix. The building, which is located near 
turn 11, includes a CAT-scan machine 
provided by Otsuka Electronics, the 
sponsor of Wayne Rainey's AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix team. A Medivac helicopter 
will be located as closely as possible to

the building, and the medical team pre- 
sent will be headed by road trauma spe- 
cialist Dr. Dan Delgado. Renowned 
orthopedic surgeon Dr. Art Ting - the 
man who has operated on Joe Montana, 
Wayne Rainey and Eddie Lawson - will 
also be a part of the medical team on 
hand at Laguna Seca. In addition to the 
medical personnel, there will be six 
Toyota Camrys around the track, 
equipped with a racing driver and a 
doctor who will be able to handle most 
situations without having to put an 
ambulance on the race track. Additional 
medical staff on foot, ranging from para- 
medics to trauma experts, will be locat- 
ed at key points around the race track as 
well. 


For those of you who can't make it to 
Laguna Seca for the United States Grand 
Prix, remember that Prime Network is 
scheduled to air the race live. The final 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series at Jarama in Spain will 
be shown on ESPN on October 14. 


For those who have visited Laguna Seca 
in previous years, expect to see a change 
in location for the midway section where 
aftermarket manufacturers display their 
goods. For the U.S. GP, a newly 
redesigned Lakeside Village has been 
constructed at the outside of turn two. 
Yamaha, Kawasaki, Honda, Suzuki, 
Vance & Hines and Toyota will have dis- 
play tents there as well as more than 40 
vendor stalls, including the Cycle News 
booth. The U.S. GP Race Shop will also 
be located there, and will offer a selec- 
tion of apparel and gift items. Yamaha is 
also planning watercraft demonstrations, 
and there's a good chance you'll see a 
few of the GP stars competing in a 
watercraft race on the lake. 


The food has also changed. Lakeside 
Village will feature an Octoberfest Tent 
serving specialty foods and beverages. 
In addition, El Torito, Pizza Hut and 
Carl's Jr. will have locations in the area. 
There is also expected to be a special 
menu and entertainment for children 
near the amphitheater west of the media 
center. 


The Motorcycle Vintage Racing 
Gallery will feature a variety of great 
racing motorcycles of the past in a dis- 
play at the race track. Some of the bikes 





include Ed Kretz's 45-cubic-inch Indian 
Sport Scout, Kenny Roberts' fully 
restored 1974 Yamaha TZ250 and David 
Aldana's factory BSA Rocket III road 
racer. 


Motorcyclist and Sport Rider magazines 
will host five free seminars at the 
Grand Prix on Saturday and Sunday. On 
Saturday the seminars will include 
Performance Riding (11:30 a.m.), High- 
Performance Tires (12:30 p.m), 
Suspension Setup (1:30 p.m) and Street 
Survival (4 p.m.). On Sunday the lone 
seminar will cover High-Tech Riding 
Gear and it will take place at 10:30 a.m. 


Newly-crowned AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Champion Jimmy Filice will be going to 
the U.S. GP with the same Wayne 
Racing Racing/Otsuka Electronics’ 
Yamaha TZ250 that he rode to the 
National title and he knows that he'll be 
well down on power to the GP regulars. 
But he only knows one way to race and 
at Laguna Seca he'll be aiming for victo- 
ry lane. “I’m going there to win. I think I 
can get a top five finish. Wayne (Rainey) 
is hoping for a top 10 finish. He might 
be more realistic. I’m not going to ride 
over my head. It'll be faster than when 
we were there in April. I think between 
myself and the bike, we can go a second 
and a half faster 'than we went at the 
AMA race. We're going to shoot for 
1:29s. I'm just going to concentrate on 
my times, and the race track and push it 
as hard as I can. I have no pressure on 
me.” Though he says there’ll be no pres- 
sure, Filice is looking for a ride for next 
year and the U.S. GP will be something 
of an audition for the Grand Prix teams. 
To help him secure a ride he's enlisted 
the services of Gary Howard, the head 
of International Racers Management. 
“After Mid-Ohio I got Gary. We don't 
have a deal yet, but he's interested in 
helping me. Right now we're looking at 
how much interest we can draw from 
over there (Europe). I think a lot of peo- 
ple are going to watch me at Laguna. 
Wayne's been promoting me over there. 
They know what I'm riding. If I can get 
a good finish, I think it'll help for next 
year. Wayne told me no production bike 
has finished in the top 10 this year, but 
I'm going there to win the race." Filice 
said the Wayne Rainey Racing /Otsuka 
Electronics team will be dissolved after 
this year. €N

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US. GP PREVIEW Kevin Schwantz Interview

motorhome, Kevin Schwantz kicks 
back. One eye on CNN news on the 
TV up by the driver’s seat, meanwhile 
looking at the pictures in a French 
motorcycle magazine, he reclines on the 


I: the palatial blue-and-silver 


soft leather of the couch, clutching an ice 
pack to kill the swelling on the forearm 
he banged down after a wild 100 mph 
ride across the grass and into the gravel 
trap the day before. He is on automatic 
pilot as he answers questions for the 
notebook. 

Leader of the World Championship, 
as he had been - most uncharacteristical- 
ly - since the fifth race of the year, he 
was once again subject of an interview 
by a Donington Park weekend-tripper 
from the foreign press, regularly import- 
ed from various far-flung parts of the 
Lucky Strike empire, on the topic of 
whether he thinks he will at last this year 
really win the World Championship. 

The rangy Texan is a bright conversa-

tionalist, accomplished at joking around 
with his all-British team, full of down- 
home ranch-style wisecracks: you could 
easily see him kicking his spurs on the 
corral fence before leaping onto his horse 
to go round up some steers. But his 
interview technique, this late in the after- 
noon, is desultory. When it happens this 
often, there isn't much you haven't 
already said about a thousand times - 
sometimes it feels like a thousand times 
a day. 

“One year Lucky Strike arranged a 
promo trip to Japan before the season. 
They locked us (his teammate then was 
Didier de Radigues) in a hotel room, 
then sent in journalists two or three at a 
time, from first thing in the morning

until late at night. 
They all asked the 
same questions: 
“What is the bike 
condition? What is 
your condition? 
What is your plan 
for the season?' It 
went on for two 
days solid." 

Now he breaks 
off mid-sentence to 
draw his mother's 
attention to an item 
about gun violence 
in Texan schools. 
“Shoot!” he 
exclaims, firing off 
an appropriate epi- 
thet from the hip. 
Then it’s back to 
the litany, a set 
response to the set 
questions. 

“It’s much too 
soon to start think- 
ing about the 
championship - 
there’s still a lot of 
racing in it, and 
anything can hap- 
pen in the space of 
an afternoon. My 
crash today proved 
that.” 

"I've signed for 
Lucky Strike 
Suzuki for two 
more years. I've got 
to start thinking 
about what hap- 
pens after racing, 
and the deal takes 
that into account." 

"The number 34 
used to be my 
uncle's AMA num- 
ber when he raced. 
I've had it ever 
since." 

“I never expect- 
ed to get rich from 
racing. I've bought 
some real estate in 
Texas. It’s an 
investment for the 
future." 

"Learning to 
race on loose sur- 
faces is important 
for racing a 500 - 
but it's not every- 
thing." 

"Nobody likes 
crashing, but the 

pain doesn't worry me. Mainly you're 
angry with yourself for making a mis- 
take." 

“I guess I've always found it hard not 
to try and win every time. But three 
years ago, I decided to race differently - 
only try and win when the bike was 
right, and otherwise to accept whatever 
result I could get." 

"I've won 23 GPs, but the number 
doesn't matter. That's the sort of thing 
you think about when you quit racing: 
right now I'm thinking about tomor- 
row’s race, and the next one.” 

And so on. This man knows his busi- 
ness. He knows a few quotable quotes 
are all that will emerge once the story's 
been translated into Hungarian/ 


| 











Arabic/Icelandic/ whatever, cut down to 
newspaper length, so that’s as much of 
himself as he’s prepared to give away. 
He’s different again in front of TV cam- 
eras, grinning and looking attentive and 
producing snappy quips to provide 
exactly the sound bites the producer 
needs for fruitful air time. 

All just part of being professional, 
while at the same time leaving as much 
energy as possible for the real business - 
being the world’s best motorcycle racer. 

Schwantz operates from an impres- 
sive if slightly unusual close family base: 
Mom and Dad are always there and 
always indulgently supportive; this 
weekend his girlfriend Amy is also 
along. (Barry Sheene was another cham- 
pion who made it a family affair, and his 
late mother Iris’ cups of tea were a leg- 
end among the British contingent. Here 
it is the smell of Jim’s barbecued ham- 
burgers.) Jim is also his manager, and 
drives the bus and attendant trailer with 
Suzuki Sidekick between meetings; then 
usually hotelling it to leave the 
motorhome to Kevin for race weekend. 

Schwantz arrived at Donington Park 
as favorite for the World Championship, 
after a supremely consistent and unusu- 
ally crash-free season, with a big lead 
over Wayne Rainey, his racing rival vir- 
tually ever since the tall and skinny 
Texan was talent-spotted by Fujio 
Yoshimura (son of the legendary Pops) 
and given a factory superbike to race in 
the AMA series back in 1985. It is a rival- 
ry that has matured into a classic con- 
frontation, with for the first time ever the 
cards stacked in Schwantz's favor. 

Of course dear old Dame Fortune has 
played her usual crucial role, but in ‘93 
there is something else besides: Kevin 
Schwantz at 29, with time drawing short 
to win the crown appropriate for such a 
glittering career, is a much matured and 
changed racer, and it is a rigorous pro- 
gram of self-discipline that has brought 
him to this dominant position. 

The next day was to prove just how 
exactly true were his routine comments 
about “anything could happen,” and he 
was to’ leave his favorite GP circuit not 
with the fourth victory he felt certain 
was on the table, but with his points 
cushion shrunk from a comforting 23 to 
a negligible three, and his oft-battered 
body miraculously saved from yet more 
injury after an extremely lucky escape. 
He and teammate Alex Barros were skit- 
tled by a lap-one-wayward Michael 
Doohan, and the TV images of Schwantz 
getting hurled over the handlebars 
directly in front of his ground-looping 
Suzuki, then fending the bike off with 
one hand, reveal just how lucky he was 
to escape with nothing more than a 
bruising. 

The battle for the highest crown in 
bike racing had turned into a four-race 
sprint. Yet Kevin was still favorite to 
win, because this year the system had 
been well and truly bucked. 

Throughout his road racing career, it 
has been him and Rainey. Kevin has 
always been the dazzler, Wayne the 
championship winner. Year after year, 
the Texan's title chances - both in the 
U.S. and later on the world stage - had 
been battered hopelessly against the 
brick wall of Rainey's consistency, while 
Kevin acquired an army of fans with his 
spectacular win-or-crash style that saw 
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him taking the checkered flag or going 
home in the ambulance in what once 
seemed like almost equal quantities. 

This year had been different. Rainey's 
factory Yamaha had tripped over its 
own development program, and his 
hitherto impeccable team had failed to 
get the effort back in kilter - even team 
boss Kenny Roberts now admits they 
were complacent. Rainey may have won 
two races early on, then again in Spain, 
but the truth was he was struggling, and 
his up-and-down results gave Schwantz 
the chance to gain an early lead and 
then, for the first time ever, to work on 
extending it. 

But Rainey's problems are only the 
most obvious part of the story. The other 
side is more easily overlooked. Look 
back at the Schwantz litany, and you 
will find one particular gem - about 
changing his approach to racing three 
years ago. It happens to be true, and it 
also happens to have been a hard disci- 
pline for a man to whom adulation and 
the often self-sacrificial quest for glory 
has always been a big part of his normal 
racing diet. 

A scan of his racing results repro- 
duced herewith shows the change was 
deeply dramatic. The win rate tailed off 
sharply, from five in 1991 to just one in 
1992. Rather unexpectedly, and demon- 
strating the blind luck element that 
serves to make racing perpetually unpre- 
dictable, the crash rate didn't fall away 
to match, and what might have been a 
very good 1992 was spoiled by crashes 
and troublesome injuries. 

From the results alone, it looked like 
Schwantz was a lesser rider than before. 
That is grossly unfair, reflecting rather 
the high state of the competition as well 
as some hiccups in Suzuki's develop- 
ment. And this year has been the payoff, 
when steady safe riding on board a bike 
of consistently high quality has made 
Kevin the man to beat, as well as allow- 
ing him the chance to accept second 
without scuppering his chances. 

The bike improvement has been cru- 
cial. The Suzuki hasn't exactly been 
transformed over the past two years, but 
it has been steered carefully back on a 
development course that has resulted in 
the best-rounded of all the rivals to the 
class-leading Honda, and with its spe- 
cially developed Michelin tires possibly 
the most balanced and integrated GP 
bike ever. 

Kevin is quite unequivocal. "This 
year's bike is the best I've ever ridden." 
He is equally certain just why. "It's 
because my new crew chief Stuart 
pushed the factory into a new way of 
working. He deserves a lot of credit. In 
the past, when they've finished the sea- 
son the old bikes are forgotten, and the 
new one is developed on its own. The 
time schedule meant that they would 
start designing next year's bike before 
this year's had been fully race-devel- 
oped, so a lot of the things the team 
might have learned later in the season 
were basically lost. 

“He changed that. He made them 
bring the '92 bike to the first tests of the

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"93 version, and we did some more work 
on that before the new one. It meant the 
development was more continuous, and 
it's made the bike better." 

Stuart is Stuart Shenton, son of 
Kawasaki's former race team boss Alec 
Shenton and a long-serving GP wrench 


. who first tasted glory back in the ‘70s, 











when he worked for four-time 250/350cc 
World Champion Kork Ballington. More 
recently he'd worked for HRC, serving 
among others Freddie Spencer, before 
joining the Kent-based Suzuki squad at 
the beginning of last year. Aside from 
his experience, his biggest contribution 
to the team has been to introduce a rig- 
orously methodical working practices, 
and his success has not merely helped 
the factory to build this year's excellent 
racer but also played a big part in induc- 
ing Schwantz to sign on for another two 
years as early as July of this year, resist- 
ing the usual big-money blandishments 
from Cagiva as well as possibilities 
opened up by the forthcoming reshuffle 
at Honda triggered by the withdrawal of 
Rothmans. 3 

The RGV-Gamma has in any case 
been developed around Schwantz's cav- 
alier riding style - he raced the old 
square-four RG once or twice as an occa- 
sional GP visitor in 1986 (in fact he 
crashed it both at Spa and Assen); but 
the V-four was in its second year when 
he joined the GP circus full time in 1988, 
and it has been his bike ever since. It has 
evolved into a machine with characteris- 
tically quick reactions, not so much ner- 
vous as highly responsive. Suzuki's 
input in turn filled out its character, and 
today's RGV excels in no particular area 
(with the exception of braking, on the 
team's state-of-the-art AP Racing car- 
bons), but is good enough at everything 
to be a superb all-rounder. 

Just what is his style? From the track- 
side it's a flickering, dazzling combina- 
tion of athletics and brinkmanship. He 
seems to be all knees and aggression as 
he moves around, forcing the bike into 
sudden changes of direction and wild 
surges of tail-wagging acceleration. This 
is deceptive, as is proven by his wet- 
weather performance - he's a fair bet to 
dominate every wet practice session and 
to win any wet race, other things 
remaining equal. That is the hallmark of 
a smooth rider, whose control inputs are 
delicate and carefully measured, no mat- 
ter what the bike may be doing beneath 
him. 

Like his fellow-American GP super- 
stars, Schwantz cut his teeth on loose sur- 
faces. But it was motocross and trials 
rather than tail-out flat-tracking in his 
years as a schoolboy racer, and his father 
(and manager) Jim remembers his reac- 
tion on discovering road-racing in 1984. 
“He could go racing, and not get covered 
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88 to 1993

with mud. That was pretty new to 
him.” 

Schwantz cites the trials riding as a 
central pillar. “In terms of throttle con- 
trol and learning to make changes posi- 
tively but smoothly, there’s nothing like 
trials. You need to be in the right gear all 
the time, and to use momentum as well 
as every bit of adhesion. That’s how you 
must ride a GP bike in the rain too.” 

It is of course necessary these days to 
be the master of using wheelspin to steer 
the bike, but things have moved on since 
the days when it was possible to identify 
two clearly different styles of riding: the 
“Hailwooders,” taking classic sweeping 
lines with a high mid-corner speed and 
lean angles, then feeding the power in 
gradually on the exit; and the “flat-track- 
ers” who almost stop, turn the bike 
quickly then pick it up and complete the 
corner with a surge of full-power wheel- 
spinning slide that yields the all-impor- 
tant higher exit speed. 

“Tires have got that much better over 
the past few years that you don’t need to 
do that so much. I’m still spinning and 
sliding the rear, but now you need to 
have higher entry and mid-corner speed 
as well because the tires have more side- 
grip and they last better through the race. 


. The heavy wheelspin style really came 


about because there was no choice; the 
motors had more power than the tires 
could handle, especially after a few laps 
when the tires got hot. That still happens, 
but not nearly so much as before.” 

A modern GP racer needs to be able 
to use all the usual tricks: using weight 
on one or other footrest to help control 
the degree of slide and to supplement 
handlebar inputs, shifting body weight 
forwards and backwards to adjust the 
balance of tractions, caressing the rear 
brake to tighten a wayward corner line 
or modulate wheelspin. Kevin believes 
his stature and long legs are an added 
asset - he is tall for a GP racer, although 
lightly built: London's Sunday Times 
color magazine recently and rather unex- 
pectedly dubbed him "the Texas stick 
insect." 

“My legs stick out, which means I can 
get my knee down real early. That's use- 
ful as a way to measure your lean angle, 
but also to save a front-wheel slide if you 
can take the weight of the bike. Being tall 
means I have more effect on the bike 
shifting my upper body around: you'll 
see me use my weight a lot." 

The downside comes in a straight 
line. “I have real trouble tucking behind 
the screen, which costs top speed. 
Sometimes I try and tuck my feet away 
by putting them on the pipes behind the 
footrest. In Germany this year a seal had 
gone and there was oil there, and my 
foot kept slipping off on the long 
straights.” 











Natural ability is what makes 
Schwantz so fast, and so exciting to 
watch. Determination is what makes 
him want to do it - a desire to win so 
fierce that he’s had to make a conscious 
effort to tame it. 

This is the third and most vital part, 
and the most significant change to a 
rider who could be counted on to keep 
on charging even when already well in 
control, or on the other hand hopelessly 
beaten. This was the rider who would 
win races and set lap records - but reli- 
ably lose championships. 

There is something very Texan about 
this cavalier approach. Man from the Big 
Country Bucking the Odds. And Kevin 
is very Texan, with a twang to his accent 
and a colorful cowboy turn of phrase 
that matches quick wits and a streak of 
devilment. But when winning is so 
important, the cumulative disappoint- 
ment of losing must eventually trigger a 
reaction. The old Schwantz was a spec- 
tacular creature, but it was an animal 
that had to be tamed. 

“I knew I had to change my tactics if I 

wanted to win titles. I’ve never been the 
kind of guy who can follow another 
rider and count up the points, but I had 
to stop having those crashes that came 
from trying too hard. I made a conscious 
decision that in the future I would only 
do as much as the bike was capable of 
doing. If it was good enough to win and 
I was in the right position to make it pos- 
sible, then I'd put everything into it. But 
if the bike was off, or I was off, or stuck 
in a bad position, then I'd concentrate on 
getting the best finish I could rather than 
risk everything on trying to achieve the 
impossible." 
' In just this way he had now come 
closer than ever in his life to the title. 
Now, ironically enough, the situation 
had changed, and for the rest of the sea- 
son Kevin must bring the old Schwantz 
out of the family cupboard. 

The incident that changed everything 
saw Schwantz "pretty shaken up" after 
the first-lap Donington crash. He went 
back to the motorhome, took a shower, 
then went to Dr. Costa's Clinica Mobile 
to let him take a look at his sore shoul- 
der. At that stage, Rainey was in the lead 
of the depleted race, with teammate 
Luca Cadalora dutifully following in his 
wheel tracks. It seemed certain they 
would hold that order to the flag, which 
would give Rainey 25 points and the 
World Championship lead. 

^] was lying on my back, but I could 
kind of see the TV monitor reflected over 
my head. But it was only when Costa 
and all the Italians went crazy that I real- 
ized Cadalora had gone past to win. 
That made me feel a little better. 

“We could sit back and blame Mick 
for the accident, and it’s a shame that 
we've lost the cushion that came from all 
the hard work earlier in the season. But 
one thing is okay by me - there's no 
more mathematics. Now we have to get 
focused and go out there and beat him 
for the last four races. I saw his team- 
mate beat him today, and I think I can 
do that."

_ Why are 500cc lap times on the rise? US. GP PREVIEW

ast year it was a mild puzzle. 
This year it has turned from rid- 
dle to crisis. Why are the 500s 
getting slower and slower? 

The person or team who can find the 
answer to this vexing question will reap 
great rewards, for presumably they will 
also find a way to reverse the trend, and 
will start winning races at once. 

There is no longer any question that 
there is a trend. For a while it was possi- 
ble to make excuses blaming isolated 
local problems - tracks bumpier, surfaces 
more slippery, wind in the wrong direc- 
tion, less time to practice, etc. The lie has 
been given to all, most especially this 








year by the 250s and 125s, which have 
been smashing lap records without 
mercy on the same tracks in the same 
weather conditions. 

Nowhere was this more clear than at 
Donington Park, where although Kevin 
Schwantz’s pole position time was three- 
tenths of a second inside that of Eddie 
Lawson’s Cagiva the year before, it was 
more than half-a-second behind his own 
pole of ‘91. And his lap record, also set in 
1991, remained quite inviolate, with 
Luca Cadalora’s fastest lap of the race 
notably slower at 95.012 mph compared 
with Schwantz's 96.106 mph two years 
before. 

And yet all the other numbers sug- 
gest otherwise. The 500s of 1993 are bet- 
ter in every quantifiable respect than 
their counterparts of 1991: more power- 
ful, with a wider spread of power, more 
precise throttle response, stiffer chassis, 
faster gearshifting, better brakes, more 
highly developed suspension and 
improved tires. It is certainly hard to 
know what else do you have to do to 
improve all-round performance. 

The biggest difference between then 
and now is the universal adoption last 
year by all the factory teams of Honda's 
close firing order drone-engine. This 
more user-friendly engine not only gives 
the rear tire a much easier life but as a 
corollary also gives the rider more con- 
trol at the crucial phase of cracking the 
throttle open out of a corner. Yet many 
people are reluctant to blame the Big 
Bang directly for the lap-time deteriora- 
tion, particularly since it has won almost 
every race since it first appeared at 
Suzuka at the beginning of last season. 

Paddock theorists have a number of 
explanations (one wag even put it down 
to global warming), which boil down to 
the following: 

1: The riders aren't trying as hard as 
they used to. 

2: The bikes aren't trying as hard as 
they used to. 

Which may be true, but doesn't 
address the more vital question - why 
not? 








Among the variety of answers, every- 
one prefaces their own theories with the 
obligatory remark: "If we knew why, 
we'd be able to do something about it." 

It is tempting to look first at the tires, 
because '91 was a rather different year 
from 1993. It was preceded by Michelin's 
pretended withdrawal from racing, and 
all the top teams except for Honda used 
Dunlops, which then and now were less 
grippy than the Michelins, but much 
more user-friendly in the sense that they 
were much more controllable when slid- 


ing, and as a result much less likely to 
pitch an errant rider into a dangerous 
high-side crash. In '93, all the 500 teams 
except for Wayne Rainey's Team Roberts 
Yamaha are back on Michelin. But then 
again, the Dunlop-shod works bikes are 
suffering the same malaise as the others. 

Dunlop supremo Jeremy Ferguson 
was only really sure of one thing: “Tires 
are much better now than they were 
then. The size is slightly larger, at 190 
section now compared with 185 then, on 
a 6.5-inch rim. If we were just to bring 
out '91-spec tires in place of our new 
ones, the riders would soon be scream- 
ing and shouting." Surely so, but would 
they be circulating at 91 lap times? Well, 
probably not, given the chassis and 
engine developments since those tires 
were current. 

"The computers tell us now that the 
bikes are accelerating quicker, running 
higher top speeds, and braking later. The 
time is obviously being lost in the mid- 
dle of the corner. 

“Definitely, 250s are running higher 
corner speeds than 500s, and looking at 
their lap times at some of the slower cir- 
cuits, if they had a little bit more grunt, 
they'd be faster." 

Jerez is a regular favorite for this line 
of argument, where this year Tetsuya 
Harada's 250 pole qualifying time was 
within 1.3 seconds of Schwantz's 500 
pole. Not only would the 250 have been 
on the second row of the 500 grid, but 
Harada's time was within a quarter of a 
second of the existing 500 lap record 
(which, to the relief of all, was one of the 
few actually broken this year). 

Ferguson also cites Suzuka. "Jerez is 
twisty, but Suzuka has a good long 
straight where the 500s should really 
gain a big advantage." In a two-minute 
lap time, Harada's best race lap this year 
was only just over a second slower than 
Schwantz's. 

“If things carry on as they are," 
Ferguson continued, "in two years time 
there'll be a crossover between 250s and 
500s, and there must be a good case for a 
factory to build a halfway house - like 
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Honda's idea of a 375, built to a lower 
minimum weight limit." 

The notion of a “power-up 250" - just 
such a bike as Bimota has long 
promised, but failed to deliver, gains cre- 
dence the more people you talk to. 

To Team Marlboro Roberts crew chief 
Mike Sinclair, a long-standing GP guru, 
the destruction of lap times is the result 
of a combination of factors - torquier 
engines and mismatched front/rear tire 
widths not really suiting the smoother 
riding style the extra torque enables. "A 
500 has a truck tire on 
the back and a bicycle 
tire on the front - it's 
meant to go round cor- 
ners on one wheel: 
standing on the front on 
the way in, then up on 
the back on the way 
out. When you try and 
go round on two 
wheels, it doesn't work 
so well. The riders have 
always complained of a 
lack of side-grip, so you 
give them side grip - 
and they go slower. The 
races Rainey has done 
well at this year were 
the ones where he com- 
plained that the tires 
had gone away." 

It is totally bizarre 


that technical improvement should lead 
to a reduction in performance, yet 
Freddie Spencer has ways of making 
many things plausible. Since he was 
(with Kenny Roberts) responsible for the 
last sudden step in 500-class lap times, 
and also has (admittedly limited) experi- 
ence on a modern GP bike, he certainly 
has a broader perspective than any other 
500 rider. 

Spencer's paradox is that in making 
the bikes easier to ride as well as capable 
of higher speeds, engineers have made it 
harder to find and to ride to the limit. 


"The limit used to be clearly defined," 


Spencer said. "You could feel just where 
it was and you could ride there. Now the 
bikes are more effective, and the limit is 
much harder to find. 

^When I got on Erv's NSR at 
Kyalami at the end of last year to test it, 
it was a lot easier to ride than the bikes 
of the mid-'80s. But the response was 
less direct. The exhaust note plays a 
part here. With a peaky engine, you 
could snap the throttle and hear what it 
was going to do. The new engines don't 
have that sound to judge from - they 
don't communicate so directly with the 
rider. 

^You also have to look at corner 
speeds. With more power lower and 
lower down the rev range, that restricts 
your ability to open the throttle earlier. 
You take it to the point of wheelspin, 
then you have to wait." 

Former 250cc champion and 500cc- 
class crash-tester Christian Sarron, sit- 
ting alongside, agrees with the impor- 
tance of knowing the limit. "I crashed 
much more often when I was not at the 
limit, if I wasn't confident in the bike or 
the tires. I was safer at the limit." 

We'll come in time to the current rid- 
ers, but first the view of Kenny Roberts 
remains an essential when considering 
any racing question. He has long been a 
great champion of not restricting the 
500s, but now finds himself somewhat 
bemused by the belief that a big part of 
the problem is an embarrassment of 
horsepower. 








“With the smaller bikes, you can steer 
them. But the 500s are probably too 
powerful. If you reduced the output, 
you'd get better lap times. We went 
through the same thing in the ‘70s with 
the TZ750s," he said. "The AMA reck- 
oned they were too dangerous, and 
made a regulation for inlet restrictors to 
cut the power. And we went faster." 

The nature of Big Bang power was 
also important. “Drone engines give bet- 
ter traction,” Roberts added. “Wayne’s 
complaints now are all about the front 
end pushing." 

But while he is convinced that inlet 
restrictors or a switch to a 375cc power- 
up “250” would result in an instant 
improvement in lap times, he remains 
devoted to the current horsepower race. 
^With restrictors, your total lap time 
may be better, but you'd never win the 
race. A current bike can accelerate so 
much faster that they'd always be able to 
get in the way on the race track. The 
same goes for a '91-spec bike. As it is, 
Wayne was using a chassis designed in 
'91, for less power and less traction - and 
getting beat. 

“We'll find a way round the problem. 
If our bike was better it would help. 
Maybe it will take a new rider who is 
prepared to push the front harder - like 
Mick Doohan did at the start of last year. 
Even when I was racing, being prepared 
to push the front more was always the 





way to go faster, from one year to the 
next." 

So is it just because the current gen- 
eration has been allowed to become 
complacent? Certainly it is the same 
three men - Rainey, Schwantz and 
Doohan - who are failing to improve on 
their own performances, and Sarron for 
one is quick to point out that things 
might be different this year if Doohan 
was fit, and if Wayne Gardner and 
Eddie Lawson were still around to force 
the pace. 

Schwantz allows there may be some 
truth in this view. "We used to crash 
more often, so maybe we've all pulled 
back just that little bit for the sake of 
safety, and also to put together a more 
consistent championship challenge." It is 
in any case in line with his resolve of 
three years ago, to attempt only the pos- 
sible, and to win at the slowest possible 
speed. 

Doohan tends to reserve his judge- 
ment, merely pointing out that it was 
after his big accident last year that the 
times really started to erode very seri- 
ously. He leaves others to draw the con- 
clusion that if he had not suffered the 
major interruption to his career imposed 
by his Assen leg injury last year, he'd be 
whacking away the lap records this year 
as if he were hardly trying. 

There remains one final question. 
Does any of this matter? One is forced to 
reply: Not very much, for two reasons. 

The first is that the actual racing is as 
close as ever its been in recent times, and 
in no way less exciting because of a few 
lost fractions of a second. 

The second is that it is surely just a 
developmental hiccup - one of those 
blips on a rising graph that serve to 
allow everyone to get their breath back 
before the next surge forwards. 

But even if this is not true, the 
prospect remains pleasing. One can only 
relish the prospect of a lightweight twin- 
cylinder 500cc-class racer that can truly 
mix it with the big-bang chargers - and 
then enjoy for the technical battle that 
will surely follow. €N

f he hadn't taken himself out of the 
I season’s opening race by coming off 

his bike at 167 mph, Dave Schultz 
might already be leading what has 
evolved into another two-man charge 
for the NHRA Pro Stock title between 
himself and John Myers. He may yet. 

“As I was sliding to a stop at 
Houston, I was thinking, ‘Well, there 
goes the championship. I’m already out 
of it," said Schultz. "Then I beat John 
(Myers) in the semifinals in Gainesville 
and in the final at Atlanta. I was still 


way out of the points, but I started ` 


thinking, "Hmmm. This could hap- 
pen.” 

Four months later, Schultz is within 
462 points of Myers, who just a few 
races ago seemed destined to win anoth- 
er Winston title. With two victories and 
three second place finishes in the five 
NHRA tour dates since April, Myers has 
hardly choked, but he has to be feeling 
the pressure as Schultz draws near. And 
he has to do something about Schultz. 
All three of Myers’ second-place finishes 
have come at Schultz’ hand - and all 
because Myers red-lighted. 

At the Champion Auto Stores 
Nationals in Brainerd, for the second 
time in two races, Myers foul-started 
against Schultz in a final round he prob- 





ably would have lost anyway. Schultz, 
who holds the National record for speed 
at 178.35 mph, made the quickest and 
fastest run of the event, 7.76 seconds at 
176.92 mph for his third NHRA victory 
of 1993. Myers’ time was 8.05/161. 

Schultz’ only problem currently is 
that he picked up only 252 points on the 
consistent Myers, who has lost four of 
five head-to-head meetings to Schultz 
this year but is handling everyone else 
with ease. “I keep waiting for John to 
have a bad race so I can make up some 
ground, and he’s not doing it,” Schultz 
said. "He's right there every time." 

Myers was just two-hundredths of a 
second behind Schultz' 7.77/171 in qual- 
ifying. John Smith (7.794/173) and 
George Bryce, Myers' Star Racing team- 
mate and the owner of Myers' 1991 
Suzuki GSXR, (7.797/168) also qualified 
within striking distance of Schultz' 
Sunoco Suzuki, but dropped off his tor- 
rid pace once eliminations got under 
way. 

Myers slowed to a 7.92/167 in his 
first-round defeat of Greg Underdahl. 
Bryce, who returned to riding four 
weeks earlier at the Mile-High Nationals 
in Denver, clocked a 7.93/166 opposite 
Steve Johnson. 

Tn the same round, Schultz made his 





slowest run of the event by far - 
7.85/169 - and still won an intriguing 
race. The opponent - John Mafaro, who 
is the only active rider other than Myers 
and Schultz to have won the champi- 
onship. 

Mafaro, who qualified 16th and last 
with an 8.09, had the use of a Bryce/Star 
Racing engine for the Schultz race 
because Bryce wanted Schultz out as 
soon as possible and figured that 
Mafaro had a shot with one of his Star 
Racing engines. It didn't help. Mafaro's 
time was an 8.14/159 that fell far short 
of Schultz' 7.85/169. 

Schultz improved dramatically after 
that and was never seriously challenged 
in the remaining three rounds of elimi- 
nations. His 7.77/171 polished off Sam 
Hurwitz' 8.01/162 in the second round 
and a 7.79/171 was more than enough 
against Bryce's 7.92/164 in the semifi- 
nals. 


Myers passed through the same 
rounds with mid-7.8s against 1988 
Brainerd runner-up Russ Nyberg and 
Smith. Smith, crowd favorite from near- 
by Champlin, had a perfect reaction 
time on John Noard's Anoka-Ramsey 
Speed Center Suzuki but lost by 1/167 
of a second, 7.86/167 to 7.90/165. 

Again, Myers headed into a final- 





round showdown with Schultz running 
slower, and again he fouled. But this 
one was different. "On the mountain 
(Denver), I was excited and I was going 
for it because he was outrunning us," 
Myers said. "He was running better 
here, too, I know, but this time the red- 
light came on because I wasn't staged 
deep enough. I think the bike rolled 
back a little bit out of the stage beam 
when I dumped the clutch. We video- 
tape each run, and that's what it looked 
like on the tape." 

As long as Schultz isn't the winner 
each time, Myers can "runner-up" his 
way to what could be his third NHRA 
Championship. Schultz is content to be 
in second place in the series - at this 
point in the season. 

“I actually like to be a few hundred 
points back at this point. There's less 
hype about you; it takes a little of the 
pressure off. Plus I feel like we're really 
getting it together now. I know I'm not 
in first, but I'd rather it be me than 
John." €N

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Taming the - 
Oregon trails

YAMHILL, OR, AUG. 18 

ome came from thousands of miles 
S away to see if indeed the myth was 

true. Does it really rain all of the 
time in Oregon? Oregonians will tell 
you, no, that there are in fact several 
months in the summer when it often 
doesn’t rain at all. It was difficult to con- 
vince the skeptical out-of-staters, how- 
ever, as they arrived in scenic western 
Oregon in the dog days of summer for 
two full days of dual sport riding only 
to find - that’s right - rain. At least dust 
wouldn't be a problem, organizers opti- 
mistically promised. 

Over 60 riders showed up to sample 
some fine dual purpose routes as the 
Suzuki National Series returned to 
Oregon for round eight of the 16 round 
series. For the first time, Oregon hosted 
two dual sport events in a single season, 
with this being the second. 

The Lobos M.C. promoted the two- 
day event, which included spectacular 
scenery of wooded trails, abandoned 
logging roads and twisty tarmac. Each 
day contained approximately 110 miles 
of riding, and most riders took around 
six hours to complete each day’s ride. 

The event was headquartered at the 
Flying M Ranch, near the town of 
Yamhill, which is some 40 miles south- 
west of Portland. It’s the same location 
that hosts the Trask Mountain ISDE 
Qualifier. 

Each day began and ended at the 
ranch. All riders were given a detailed 
roll chart, and the course was painstak- 
ingly ribboned as well. Most riders com- 
mented that without the well-placed 
orange ribbons on Saturday, they may 
have found themselves lost. Some found 
Sunday’s white and green ribbons diffi- 
cult to see, though. The ribbons were, 
however, only a backup to the roll chart. 

Event organizer Bob Schwarz of the 
Lobos M.C. is to be commended for his 
attention to detail and for orchestrating

a very enjoyable, well-thought-out trail 
ride. 

"]'ll be glad when this is all over,” 
Schwarz said early Saturday morning. 
“My anxiety level is rather high." 

It’s always more fun to be riding than 
it is putting on an event, but, obviously, 
someone has to do it, and thankfully, we 
have people like Schwarz who, at the 
age of 68, is there to answer the call. 
This is the third year he has organized 
this event, but the first time it has been 
sanctioned by the AMA. 

Saturday morning began with threat- 
ening skies that would bring rain about 
a half an hour before the ride began and 
would continue throughout most of the 
day. Despite the precipitation, all of the 
riders seemed to have a great time. 

Doug Ruth, who rode his BMW 
from Mountain View, 
California, to tackle the terrain and 
enjoy the scenery, had at least one close 
call on the big Beemer as he navigated a 
tight trail section. 

“I was crossing this little bridge on 
the trail,” said Ruth. “It was slick, and 
my bike slid part way off of it. I didn't 
lay it down, but I had to get help from 
some other riders getting it back on the 
trail.” 

Instead of using a typical poker 
run/game of chance format at the 
checkpoints each day, the club provided. 
tests of some rather diverse and in some? 
cases obscure skills. The events included. 
frisbee tossing, horseshoe pitching, tar- 
get shooting, golf chipping and each day 
ended with a timed trials ride. 

One of the first obstacles Saturday 
was the crossing of an aged wooden 
bridge that had fallen into disrepair. The 
safest method of traversing it called for 
dismounting and walking the bike 
across as the riding surface consisted of 
several loose 2x8s. A few riders attempf- 
ed to ride across. * 





Phil Engl, who trailered his Kawasaki 
KLR650 from Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
fell victim to the bridge as he attempted 
to ride across. “I almost made it across," 
he later explained with a laugh, “but 
then the bike slipped off the board. I 
managed to get it back up, started 
across again, and the board flew up and 
Stood on end. So I said, to heck with the 
boards. I moved them out of the way 
and hopped my bike across on the cross 
beams." 

Engl, who is spending his retirement 
travelling around the country participat- 
ing in events such as this one and just 
generally enjoying himself, also became 
the recipient of the coveted Hard Luck 
Award. It wasn't earned for unorthodox 
bridge crossing, though. It seems Engl 
got lost both days and never made it to 
a single checkpoint. Saturday he almost 
ran out of gas trying to get back on 
track, decided to take the paved road 
back into town to get gas, couldn't 
remember where he entered the paved 
road, so he headed back to the ranch 
and geared up for Sunday. The sweep 
crew caught up to him on Sunday while 
he was lost. He asked how much further 
he had to go. They advised him to forget 
it and take the road back. 

Engl's stories joined countless others, 
which were swapped Saturday night 
during the free barbecue held at the 
event headquarters. 

Trail riders were blessed Sunday 
with beautiful weather. Due to the rain 
the previous day and night, trail condi- 
tions continued to be excellent, but now 
the temperature had been kicked up a 
few notches and the sun shone brightly 
at times as it meandered through the 
clouds. 

While Saturday's ride contained sev- 
eral easy / moderate split sections and 
one downhill challenge, Sunday offered 
an easier faster pace on mostly well- 
used logging roads and gravel back 
roads. The course wound up into the 
Coast Range of Northwest Oregon and 
then across the divide, providing sever- 
al spectacular vistas including panora- 
mas of the town of Tillamook and the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The third checkpoint of the day was 
just yards from the surf and sandy shore 
in the small town of Oceanside. Under 
the blue midday sky, riders tried their 
hand at tossing a frisbee into a bicycle 
tire in a grass lot beside Oceanside's 
main drag. 

The final checkpoint of the day fea- 
tured a fairly technical, multi-level trials 
course. It definitely separated the men 
from the boys and the women from the 
girls. Doug Ruth dropped his BMW in a 
tight downhill corner, but only his pride 
was hurt. 

The event ended with an awards cer- 
emony that included the presentation of 
many door prizes. Nearly everyone left 
with something. Plaques were given for 
the top three point earners each day and 
top 20 overall. Additional special 
awards were given, including Engl's 
aforementioned Hard Luck Award. 

Terry Wolber ventured down from 
Anchorage, Alaska, to take the Farthest 
Distance Travelled award. Eugene 
Cooper, 79, of Seattle, Washington, was 
the oldest rider. Nathan Riddle, 17, was 
at the opposite end of the age spectrum. 

Riddle rode an old Honda Reflex and 
surprised more than a few when he fin- 
ished second overall. Tom Young of 
Portland captured the overall win riding 
a very sano, but barely street legal ATK. 
His victory came via his expert trials 
riding abilities. It was a treat to watch 
him negotiate the final test each day. For 
his efforts, Young received a trophy, 
upon the receipt of which he remarked, 
“Does anyone have a bungee cord? I 
think I'll have to strap this to my han- 
dlebars Brando style and ride home." €x

he spectators and the racers were 
T out in force to see North County 

Yamaha/Yoko-backed Don Upton 
and Suzuki support rider Mike Metzger 
take home the cash in the 125cc and 
250cc Pro classes during the opening 
round of CMC's 1993 Bieffe/Asics 
Trans-Cal Nationals held at Sunrise 
Valley Raceway. 

Going into the first moto Upton's 
spirits were high after a strong showing 
at the Glen Helen National some weeks 
before. As the gate dropped for the first 
moto, Terry Parsons blasted out front 
with Upton and Metzger hot on his tail.

"He (Metzger) hit a pole going into 
the whoops," said Upton. "I went to the 
outside te make the pass." 





Metzger held onto the third spot as 
Upton motored away in second after 
Parsons. It looked as if Parsons had the 
win in the bag until disaster struck his 
Varner-prepped Honda. 

"Something got caught in the carbu- 
retor," said Parsons. "The bike bogged 
on a double and I went down." 

Upton gladly inherited the lead at the 
halfway point and never looked back. 
Metzger held onto a well-secured sec- 
ond spot behind the leader as Sean 
Paget and Joel Albrecht moved into the 
third and fourth spots. At the finish 
Upton took the win followed by 
Metzger, Pagel and Greg Schnell, who 
moved into fourth during the last lap. ` 

Moto two did not have the charisma 
of the first moto, but the outcome was 
the same. Upton took the early lead-in 
moto two with Metzger, Albrecht and 
Pagel following. Upton and Metzger 
quickly established that they were the 
kings of the 125cc class, as the two rid- 
ers' battle pulled out to a ten-second 
advantage on third place. Upton and 
Metzger looked as if they were tied to a 
string as they circled the fast Sunrise 
track. At the end Upton prevailed with 
Metzger following. Albrecht and Larry

McGavran sets the 
pace at Perris MX

PERRIS, CA, AUG. 22 

he GFI Youth World 
T Championships brought 260 

entrants to Perris Raceway, and 
Bryan McGavran, 11, emerged as the big 
winner, topping the 60cc (9-11) Novice 
and 80cc Stock and Modified Novice 
classes. 

Traditionally, mini events are dog- 
eat-dog affairs for the riders and their 
families. In an effort to create a more 
enjoyable experience, promoter Goat 
Breker made a few changes to the usual 
type of mini program. Catering to the 
skill levels of each rider, each age group 
was divided into First-timer, Beginner, 
Novice, Intermediate and Expert classes. 
In addition, there were three different 
machinery classifications in the Pee Wee 
classes: Box Stock, Super Stock and 
Modified. Camel Supercross Champion 
Jeremy McGrath's father Jack, Pax 
Racing's Donnie Faulkner and Les 
Linkogle, father of local pro rider Larry 
Linkogle, served as the event's tech 
inspectors. The top five finishers in each 
moto were required to report to an 
impound area and had to meet specific 
requirements in each class or face dis- 
qualification. 

Protests were far and few between, 
as the riders themselves - not their par- 
ents- were required to file protests. The 
Pee Wee classes proved to be the most 
popular, drawing over 100 entries. 

Team Suzuki's Guy Cooper was on 
hand and helped with the trophy pre- 





sentations.. /amaha PW50 was raffled 
off and Cc per pulled Ryan Picard's 
name from a hat that contained the 
names of the top five finishers from each 
of the Pee Wee classes. 

McGavran was the pacesetter in the 
first 80cc Stock Novice moto, scoring a 
wire-to-wire runaway win. Oscar Valdez 
rode consistently for second while Sean 
Hamblin hammered past Richard 
Saranza late in the moto for third. 

In moto two, McGavran made a big 
mistake and started with the wrong 
class. Two classes shared the track at the 
same time, with one division starting 
before the other. McGavran's race was 
the second to leave the line, and he 
made the mistake of starting on the first 
wave. 

"] came around on the first lap and 
saw the guys in my class going down 
the starting straight," said McGavran, 
who jetted back to the starting gate and 
began an incredible charge to through 
the pack. 

While McGavran worked through 
the field with apparent ease, Sean 
Hamblin led the way with Valdez close 
behind. The two front-runners had start- 
ed to pull away from the field, but 
McGavran found his way into third and 
began to close the gap on Valdez. 

“I started to look back because Bryan 
was coming up fast,” said Valdez, who 
rode McGavran's practice bike. 

McGavran closed to Valdez's rear 
wheel by triple-jumping into the rocker 
section, and took over second when 
Valdez looked back, lost control in the 
rockers and crashed. Hamblin scored 
the win, but looked back to see 
McGavran cross the finish line with his 
fists thrust in the air. McGavran's 1-2 
finishes were good enough for the over- 
all win. 

McGavran returned later in the day 
to top the 80cc Modified Novice class 
over Mark Tilley and Danny Montoya. 

Cale Wallace was arguably the fastest 
Pee Wee rider at the event, as he earned 
the win in the 50cc Stock and Super 
Stock Expert classes, as well as in the 
60cc 0-8 year-old Beginner class. 

In the first 50cc Super Stock Expert 
moto, Wallace and Joe Anderson had a 
race-long battle. Wallace took the lead 
from Anderson on three separate occa- 
sions, only to crash each time and see 
Anderson motor back by. In the end, 
Wallace pulled out the stops and made 
one final pass for the win. Anderson set- 
tled for second ahead of Ryan Picard, 
Daniel Taft and Bucky Gulley. 

The second moto saw Wallace on fire 
after starting third. Wallace charged 
past early leader Chad Munn and 
Anderson on the first lap, and proceed- 
ed to run away with the win. Anderson 
motored into second, ahead of Munn, 
Picard and Gulley. 

Matthew Clark piloted an extremely- 
trick looking Yamaha PW50 to the win 
in the 50cc Modified Novice class win. 
The first moto saw Clark and Mike 
Alessi battle on the opening lap until 
Clark lost his front wheel in a rut and 
went down. Alessi took over and led the 
next two laps, but sputtered to a stop in 
a deep puddle. Nathan Pamintuan was 
the next to lead, even though he was 
aboard a very-stock looking machine. 
Not one to give up, Clark picked himself 
up off the ground and went on a ram- 
page. He passed riders two at a time 
until he was in second, and with two 
laps to go, blew past Pamintuan and 
went on to the moto win. Pamintuan 
held on for second, followed at a dis- 
tance by Daniel Cox, Mike Danko and 
Kyle Campbell. 

In moto two, Clark nailed the 
holeshot with Pamintuan, Alessi, 
Campbell and Justin Munyon in tow. 
This time, Clark wasted little time and 
quickly pulled away. Danko was on the 












gas and moved past Munyon and Alessi 
for third, but that's as far as he'd get. 
Clark and Pamintuan were long gone 
and the finishing order read Clark, 
Pamintuan and Danko. 

Clark came back in the 60cc First- 
timer class and topped Jim Williams and 
Mike Hale for the overall win. €N

Fike strikes at Kansas HM

STOCKTON, KS, AUG. 9-10 

One hundred degree plus heat and high humidi- 
ty greeted the VDTRA racers at this year's Rook 
County Fair, home of the historic Stockton 
Kansas half-mile, August 9th and 10th. 

Monday night's action saw sixteen riders 
present their pre 1975 British, Japanese and 
American mounts for practice on a fast but per- 
ilously dusty track. 

For over forty years mótorcycles' great ones 
have taken on this fast 1/2 mile oval and tonight 
veteran Neil Keen was among them, riding his 
1954 BSA Goldstar after a piston seizure stilled 
his Triumph twin. Neil would definitely not be 
alone with his mechanical maladies as no less 
than eight of the sixteen entries would succumb 
to the speed and heat of the night's program. 

In the main event twelve riders made the 
grid with John Fike, Dallas Babcock and Tom 
Laird out to a fast start followed closely by Mark 
Gibson, Randy Feldhaus and Keen. By turn 
three Laird slowed with a broken primary chain 
leaving Babcock, Fike, Feldhaus and Gibson dic- 
ing for the lead until the end of the front straight 
where Feldhaus' Triumph broke a rod. Gibson 
made a fine move to pass the leaders on lap four 
but his BSA "just quit on him" leaving Babcock, 
Fike, Mike Blythe, Mike Frye, Bill Burr, Keen, 
Steve McGee, Doug Stewart and Mike Zbrozek 
to contend. From the halfway point to the end 
the dust on the track became such a problem the 
riders were becoming impossible to follow. In 
this confusion two white flag laps were shown 
while three more riders lost power including the 
leader who slowed with a torn inner tube before 
he could finish. Undisturbed, Bill Burr moved 
his Yamaha to second behind National point 
leader Fike, with Frye, Blythe, McGee and Keen 
filling the six-pack which crossed the line. 

Determined to have the track "sweet" for 
Tuesday night's racing, referee Lee Parker 
pouréd most of Stockton's water supply on the 
track throughout the day then packed her in 











good for the nearly full house crowd on hand. 
Parker's efforts really paid off as the track was 
two seconds faster than Monday night with only 
a few wet spots and no dust. 

A field of ten machines mustered to the flag 
for the main event which Babcock's Harley, 
again led off the line. Gibson, Blythe, Frye and 
Keen jockeyed for the second spot out of turn 
two, chased by Burr, Mcgee, Laird and Zbrozek. 
In turn four Laird's borrowed BSA lost its mag- 
neto belt and again he parked it. As Babcock 
continued to pull away, Gibson distanced him- 
self from Keen, Burr and Blythe. As this group 
made its way to the checkers unchanged, again 
the field evaporated in the night heat with first 
McGee's Yamaha, then the Triumph's of Frye 
and Zbrozek rolling to a stop. 

Later in the pits, Neil Keen when asked to 
comment on his ride and mechanical woes of the 
last two nights said simply, "Stockton hasn't 
changed one bit in forty years, don't ever say the 
word rod to'a friend here”.

Tigcraft Suzuki and Michael Grant on a bright 
yellow Yamaha disputed who had the hole shot. 
The third wave started two classes, with 
Formula 500 and the Suzuki GS500E spec. class 
gridded in front of Formula III class. Greg 
Froberg seemed to have the fastest GS500 this 
day, with Dave Zenger and Bill Kearney run- 
ning close on their GS500s. The Formula III 
class saw a handful of Kawasaki Ninja 250s, an 
old Honda CB350, and Bruce Bille on a hybrid 
TZ250 framed RM250 two-stroke. 

In the 450 Production class, Matthews and 
Mon Wai quickly opened a gap on third place 
Normet. Mon Wai would draft by Matthews 
down the front straight, only to be outbraked 
going into turn three at the downhill “Stair 
Steps". The first three laps saw Matthews and 
Mon Wai exchange the lead several times, but 
on the fourth lap, Mon Wai passed Matthews 
again, and Matthews decided to follow Mon 
Wai for a little while. That was a mistake, as 
Mon Wai took advantage of the clear track and 
said goodbye, never to be challenged by 
Matthews again. At the checkered flag it was 
Mon Wai in front of Matthews by five seconds, 
and another nine seconds to Normet. Marx and 
Mike Orien rounded out the top five. 

Open Singles saw Grant and Beadle battle 
for the lead for three laps. Grant then found 
some extra advantage and left Beadle for the 
win. Richard Huffman took third. 

The GS500 class was created by a group of 











local Suzuki Dealers with support from Metzeler 
tires and DynoWorks. The rules are "Don't mess 
with the bike!" The box stock rules ensure close 
racing, and this class provided some of the most 
dramatic bar banging on the track. Froberg and 
Zenger both wanted the lead exiting the single 
line "Bailey's Bus Stop" chicane. This disagree- 
ment resulted in a big collision, with both riders 
pushing on each other, still trying to get out 
ahead. Neither rider fell, but at the end it was 
Zenger over Froberg for the win. Bill Kearney 
came in third. Stuart Hutchins and Dwaine 
Trummert finished fourth and fifth. 

Todd Hahne and Jeff Walker were out front 
in Formula III, but the excitement was with long 
time Formula III regulars Bret Parker and Jeff 
Savoie. Parker and Savoie held a race- long bat- 
tle for third place, frequently swapping places 
on their 250 Ninjas. On the last lap, Savoie tried 
a last ditch pass at Bailey's Bus Stop, but Parker 
still beat him to the line. Hahne took first, fol- 
lowed by Walker. Parker, Savoie and Jones 
rounding out top five.

Posca picks up 
LACR Motocross win

PALMDALE, CA, AUG. 20 

Thirteen-year-old Ito Posca left little doubt as to 
who was the fastest 80cc Novice rider tonight as 
he roosted his competition in both motos for the 
overali win at California Racing Club's Friday 
night motocross at Los Angeles County 
Raceway. 

The Smith/Answer/FMF/No Fear/Race 
Tech/100%/North County Yamaha-sponsored 
Posca timed the gate perfectly to lead Chris 
Honnold, Shaun Mitchell and Jake Gribbon in 
the opening moto. Posca immediately started to 
pull away from the field. Mitchell was attacking 
Honnold in every turn and finally double- 
jumped past him for second place on lap two. 
Once in second, Mitchell's bike gave up, hand- 














ing him a DNF. Gribbon shot around Honnold 
to take over second place only to find Posca's 
lead insurmountable. 

" After the first lap I started cruising because 
I knew I was going to win," said Posca after his 
first moto win. ^I didn't want to go all out 
because I didn't want to crash while I was in 
first place." Gribbon finished second ahead of 
Devin Seeger, who put in an excellent ride com- 
ing dead last off the start to work up to third by 
the checkered flag. 

Posca nailed the second moto holeshot with 
Gribbon hot on his tail. Joshua Poole and 
Honnold were battling for third while Seeger 
gated last again. 

"] don't get out of the gate fast enough, then. 
I got a little squirrelly, went off the track and 
had to catch up" said Seeger. And catch up he 
did. By the third lap Seeger had charged his way 
up to third place behind Gribbon. Gribbon went 
down hard a short time later handing Seeger 
second place and a clear shot at leader Posca. 

"I almost had him in a corner when the 
lapped riders were in our way, but a guy on a 
Yamaha got in my way so I couldn't get him” 
said Seeger after the race. 

Posca opened up the throttle in the later 
stages of the moto to pull away from Seeger for 
the victory. "The second moto was a little 
tougher because my friend (Seeger) started 
pushing me. I started hearing him coming up to 
me, and then I started going again and I didn't 
hear him anymore," explained Posca afterwards. 

Poole held on to finish third which gave him 
third overall beating out Honnold's 5-4 score. €N
